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Institute to Explore Theory AIDS Spread in Vaccine

PHILADELPHIA - The 
Wistar Institute, an indepen¬ 
dent research facility on the 
University of Pennsylvania 
campus, is assembling a re¬ 
search team to test a theory 


that AIDS originated more 
than 30 years ago with a par¬ 
ticular batch of polio vaccine 
distributed in the Belgian 
Congo. 

An article in the March 19 
issue of Rolling Stone maga¬ 
zine speculates that the hu¬ 


man immunodeficiency virus, 
which causes AIDS, may 
have been present in tissue 
from a monkey kidney used 
by Dr. Hilary Koprowski to 
grow a polio vaccine. 

Koprowski, one of the pio¬ 
neers of the polio vaccine and 


former director of Wistar, de¬ 
veloped a vaccine that was 
used to immunize humans in 
what was then the Belgian 
Congo. 

Freelance journalist Tom 
Curtis’ story outlines a theory 
originally proposed by Blaine 


Elsewood of the University of 
California at San Francisco. 

Elsewood is not a doctor 
but an AIDS treatment ac¬ 
tivist whose academic paper 
on the subject has been sub¬ 
mitted to a European medical

Texas 

Sodomy 

Law 

Illegal

AUSTIN, Texas - The 
Third Court of Appeals ruled 
March 11 that the state’s anti¬ 
sodomy law is unconstitution¬ 
al. 

The decision upheld a 1990 
ruling by State District Judge 
Paul Davis of Austin which 
struck down the little used 
law that has been widely crit¬ 
icized by Texas gay groups in 
recent years. 

The challengers had ar¬ 
gued that the law made crim¬ 
inals out of law-abiding citi¬ 
zens because of their consent¬ 
ing relations behind closed 
doors. 

Chief Justice Jimmy Car- 
roll said, “The state has not 
demonstrated how criminaliz¬ 
ing sexual behavior between 
consenting adults in private 
advances or protects public 
morality. Further the state 
has not argued that the law is 
justified on the basis of pro¬ 
tecting the public’s health 
from the spread of sexually 
transmitted diseases.” 

The appeals court decision 
was based primarily on the 
privacy issue. The state had 
also argued in its appeal that 
the group which challenged 
the law lacked legal standing 
since those plaintiffs had nev¬ 
er been charged under it, but

Helms Targets Gay Program

Sen. Jesse Helms has at¬ 
tacked the San Francisco Uni¬ 
fied School District’s use of 
federal drug abuse funds to 
provide services to gay, les¬ 
bian and bisexual youth. 

Helms called for an 
amendment to the Drug Free 
Schools and Communities 
Act of 1986 and denounced 
San Francisco’s program in 
the Feb. 22 Congressional 
Record. 

The school district allo¬ 
cates $12,000 (of the more 
than $500,000 in funds it re¬ 
ceives from the entitlements) 
to the local Project 10 pro¬ 
gram that provides support 
services for lesbian and gay 
students. 

Helms doesn’t want the 
funds used to promote or en¬ 
dorse intravenous drug use or

“homosexual, bisexual or het¬ 
erosexual behavior or pre¬ 
marital or extramarital activ¬ 
ity.” 

According to the Congres¬ 


sional Record, Helms’ pro¬ 
posed amendment says that 
“no youth shall be deemed at 
risk of substance abuse solely 
on the basis of the youth’s ho¬ 
mosexuality.” 

“That’s a little frightful,” 
said Beverly Bradley, supervi¬ 
sor of Health Services for the 
school district. 

“Sen. Helms is obviously 
looking for a way to be able 
to detect how federal funds 
are used in places like San 
Francisco, where he obvious¬ 
ly has no jurisdiction,” 
Bradley said. 

Helms directly attacked 
the program in a three-page 
rant that railed against “ho¬ 
mosexual recruitment,” Queer 
Scouts’ efforts to get the local 
United Way to defund the 
anti-gay Boy Scouts of Amer¬ 
ica and other gay-related is¬ 
sues. 


“I despise the abuse of the 
once beautiful word gay,” 
Helms said in his attack on 
gays and lesbians. “They are 
repulsive.” 

In his comments, Helms 
blasted the school district’s 
use of the drug education 
funds. 

‘‘Last summer, records 
from the San Francisco 
school system clearly showed 
that one of the drug education 
projects overwhelmingly fo¬ 
cused on the needs of youth 
confused about their sexuality 
rather than on students’ prob¬ 
lems related to drug abuse,” 
he said. 

“The senator is grand- 
standing,” said Steve Morin, 
an aide to Rep. Nancy Pelosi. 

Morin told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Helms was “re¬ 
ally frothing at the mouth”

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'Brain Researcher' 
Launches Gay School

LOS ANGELES - It’s 
called WHIGLE and after 
Sept. 8, if Simon LeVay has 
his way, everyone in West 
Hollywood, if not the country, 
will be talking about it. 

LeVay is the Salk Institute 
gay research scientist whose 
study of homosexual brains 
added “hypothalamus” to gay 
and lesbian lexicon as a cool, 
new, “brain thing” word. 

LeVay has taken a leave of 
absence from his research at 
the Salk Intitute to start 
WHIGLE, the West Holly¬ 


wood Institute for Gay and 
Lesbian Education. 

“We’re going to be educat¬ 
ing gays and lesbians and 
helping them to reach more 
useful, influential positions in 
society,” LeVay says. 

The idea is to create a col¬ 
lege specific to gays and les¬ 
bians and free from hetero¬ 
sexist notions about what is 
valuable to learn. The city of 
West Hollywood has granted 
WHIGLE initial classroom 
space for what are expected 
to be about 50 classes, mostly 
at night, taught by a potential 
faculty of 40 professors. ▼

Gay Says He Was Entrapped 
At Oakland Park Tearoom

A gay man arrested last 
week at an Oakland park 
near Lake Merritt on public 
sex charges said that he did 
not solicit an undercover Oak¬ 
land park ranger who arrest¬ 
ed him and that he was sub¬ 
jected to homophobic slurs 
while being booked. 

The man, who declined to 
be identified, said that he 
went into the public restroom 
in the park at East 18th 
Street and Hanover near 
Lake Merritt after shopping 
in the area March 6. 

“I’d gone shopping and had 
a bag of groceries with me. I 
had to take a piss and I went 
into the john. There was a 
guy out in front and I didn’t 
pay attention. I went to the 
urinal and there was a guy 
sitting in one of the stalls. I 


went to a stall to piss because 
I’m pee shy,” he said. 

The man who had been 
standing in front of the park 
restroom began cruising an¬ 
other man in the stall. 

“He said something to the 
guy in the stall and I thought 
he was trying to pick him up. 
I thought about telling them 
that it was not a safe place to 
cruise. (The ranger) stepped 
to my stall and said some¬ 
thing like ‘do you come here 
often?’ I thought it was a curi¬ 
ous question under the cir¬ 
cumstance. Then he said that 
I was under arrest and I was 
handcuffed and taken to jail.” 

The gay man was taken to 
the Alameda County Jail in an 
Oakland park ranger patrol 
car. 

While waiting for booking, 
the gay man said that he 
could hear banter between 


the Alameda County sheriffs 
deputies at the jail. 

“I heard one guy say that 
rubber gloves were not 
enough for the next one, that 
they’d better fumigate the 
place,” he said. 

According to the gay man, 
the deputy continued his ho¬ 
mophobic comments when he 
entered the cell. 

“He said don’t breathe too 
heavily around me.” 

The gay man said that at 
no time while he was in the 
public restroom did he make 
any sexual advances or solicit 
the officer and that he only 
went to the restroom to uri¬ 
nate. 

Released on $500 bail, the 
gay man is expected to ap¬ 
pear in court next week on 
lewd conduct charges. ▼

Church Faces Expulsion 
For Marrying Gay Men

Last month Pullen Memo¬ 
rial Baptist Church in Raleigh, 
N.C., made history be becom¬ 
ing the first Southern Baptist 
congregation ever to agree to a 
holy union for two gay men. 
The pastor, Mahan Siler, re¬ 
ceived support from a two- 
thirds vote of the membership 
when he agreed to preside at 
the service. 

The congregation expects to 
make history again in June 
when the Southern Baptist Na¬ 
tional Convention is expected 
to expel Pullen Memorial. If 
the homophobes are success¬ 
ful, it will be the first time a na¬ 
tional convention has taken 
such an action against an indi¬ 
vidual church. 

A few years ago, the Dolores 
St. Baptist Church in San 
Francisco was expelled by the 
Northern California conven¬ 
tion, but the congregation 
maintains membership in the 
national body. Dolores St.’s 
crime was to state publicly that 


lesbians and gay men are en¬ 
titled to equal rights. 

Buddy Truluck, pastor of 
Golden Gate MCC, expects “an 
avalanche of anger and hate” to 
fall on Siler and his congrega¬ 
tion. Truluck calls Siler “the 
person I know best from 
seminary.” 

Siler, who is straight, and 
Truluck were the first to 
become doctors of sacred 
theology at the Southern Bap¬ 
tist Theological Seminary in 
Louisville, Ky. They helped to 
design the program which 
gave them their credentials in 
1968. 

“We were intensively 
trained to think openly and 
creatively about human 
issues,” Truluck said. He was a 
pastor and Bible theologian 
before being dismissed from 
the faculty of Charleston 
Southern College in South 
Carolina after being outed in 
1981. 

According to Truluck, Siler 
has long believed that the Bi¬ 


ble does not condemn homo¬ 
sexuality as a sin. Indeed, the 
majority of Christian theolo¬ 
gians have long held that, 
although certain passages lend 
themselves to misuse, the Bi¬ 
ble is not properly a vehicle for 
condemnation of anyone. 

“The tip of the iceberg has 
broken the water,” Truluck 
said. He estimates that if the 
community held figure of 10 
percent accurately expresses 
the number of lesbians and gay 
men in a given population, the 
number of homosexual South¬ 
ern Baptists must be consider¬ 
able. Estimates of the number 
of Southern Baptists in the 
U.S. vary between 12 and 15 
million. 

“Underneath the iceberg tip 
is a vast body of homosexual 
pastors, music ministers and 
youth leaders, to name a few,” 
he said. “But they’re willing to 
commit suicide rather than ac¬ 
cept lesbians and gay men as 
fully human.” ▼

Gay Named Homeless Coordinator 


Sailor Bashing Suspects 
Face Pretrial Hearing

Mayor Frank Jordan last 
week appointed an openly 
gay Hispanic man to a major 
post in his administration. 

Larry Cruz, 41, the direc¬ 
tor of District Health Center 
2, was named March 4 as the 
city’s homeless coordinator. 

“I’m very excited,” Cruz 
said. “It was a hard decision 
for me to accept the position, 
but with my background 
working with the homeless in 
the Tenderloin as well as my 
Health Department experi¬ 
ence, I believe that I can 
make a contribution to solv¬ 
ing the problem.” 

The former director of 
Central City Hospitality 
House youth services pro¬ 
grams, Cruz was the co-chair 
of the Youth Emergency Ser¬ 
vices Coalition, which found¬ 
ed Larkin Street Youth Cen¬ 
ter in 1984. 

Prior to his position at 
Health Center 2, Cruz was as¬ 
sistant director of the Health 
Department’s Community 
Mental Health Services unit. 

Cruz told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he would like to 
try innovative programs to 
address the needs of the 
homeless population as well 
as the needs of merchants and 
businesses. 

“I’ll be meeting with all 
sectors of the community to 
see what we can come up 
with to clean up the streets as 
well as to provide humane 
care for the homeless,” he 
said. 

Cruz acknowledged that 
while services are crucial, 
there is also a “need for long¬ 
term affordable housing.” 

Multiservice centers that 
provide shelter and services 
to the homeless that were es¬ 
tablished under the Agnos ad¬ 
ministration will remain, 
Cruz said. 

“I don’t see an end to the 
MSCs. They serve an impor¬ 
tant function. We need more 
emergency housing,” he said. 

Cruz is considering in¬ 
creasing outreach to the 
homeless through mobile van 
units and increased street- 
based outreach programs. 
Also under consideration are 
merchant programs that 
would employ the homeless 
to clean the neighborhoods 
they sleep in. 

“Mayor Jordan is con¬ 
cerned about the people who 
are falling through the cracks, 
the homeless who are the 
most down and out. We need 
to look at how to coordinate 
better and streamline ser¬ 


vices,” Cruz said. 

He stressed that there is al¬ 
ready a lot of pressure “for in¬ 
stant results” and that the city 
is polarized about the home¬ 
less crisis. 

“I’d like to set a tone of in¬ 


clusion. Everyone has an in¬ 
vestment, whether they are 
merchants, the homeless or 
their advocates. We need to 
find common ground,” he 
said. ▼

Four sailors and two 
Marines charged in a Feb. 17 
attack on a gay Hispanic man 
in the Castro will appear in 
San Francisco Superior Court 
March 12 for a pretrial hear¬ 
ing. All of the military service 
members are out on bail. 

Charged with felony as¬ 
sault with a deadly weapon 
and hate crimes in the attack 
are U.S. Navy service mem¬ 
bers Ryan Eldred, 19; 
Christopher Hall, 18; Mark 
Parker, 23; Hans Dykes, 18; 
and U.S. Marines Kent 
Wheeler, 20, and Albert 
Schwartz III, 20. All are white 
males. 

The incident began when 
Eldred and Hall set up a gay 
man for the bashing at the 
Phoenix Bar in the Castro 
District. The gay man was 
sexually solicited, left with 
one of the sailors, and was 
covertly trailed to a residence 
where all those charged al¬ 


legedly assaulted him. 

“He was knocked down 
and struck with a long ob¬ 
ject,” said Assistant District 
Attorney Ken Cady. 

According to Cady, the vic¬ 
tim’s screams sent the attack¬ 
ers scattering. Eldred and 
Hall were arrested shortly af¬ 
ter the incident and found to 
be in felony possession of 
daggers. 

Further investigation led 
to the arrest of the remaining 
assailants. 

The suspects face state 
prison terms of two, three or 
four years if convicted of the 
assault. Due to the additional 
hate crimes charges, if a jury 
finds that the crimes were 
motivated by hate, the defen¬ 
dants can receive up to four 
additional years in prison. 
They also face dishonorable 
discharge by the military and 
possible prosecution by mili¬ 
tary authorities. ▼

Appearance Provisions Stripped 
From Santa Cruz Bias Measure

A revised Santa Cruz mea¬ 
sure that bans discrimination 
on the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion has been stripped of pro¬ 
tections that would also for¬ 
bid bias on the basis of per¬ 
sonal appearance. 

The new measure goes 
before the Santa Cruz City 
Council for its first reading on 
March 24. A previous mea¬ 
sure was returned to commit¬ 
tee last month for revision. 

Although the measure will 
offer protections from dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of 
height and weight and other 
physical characteristics such 
as a missing arm or limb, it 


will not protect people with 
tattoos or piercings, according 
to Wendy Chapkis, a Santa 
Cruz lesbian activist. 

“I’m very sad. It’s a safe 
gay rights ordinance instead 
of a queer rights ordinance, 
which is what it might have 
been,” she said. 

Either way, Chapkis ac¬ 
knowledged that the battle 
for a gay rights measure may 
not be over in Santa Cruz. 

“The fundamentalist Chris¬ 
tian community here has 
threatened to get a referen¬ 
dum once it is passed,” she 
said. 

Gay and lesbian activists 
will be holding a pro-ordi¬ 
nance “shop-in” in Santa Cruz 


on March 14 and 15, accord¬ 
ing to Chapkis. 

“Local businesses are still 
reeling in the aftermath of the 
Loma Prieta earthquake. 
They need support — and they 
need a clear reminder that 
people of all body types and 
sexual orientations provide 
that support,” Chapkis said. 

Throughout the weekend, 
visibility stickers and “Queer 
Money” cards will be avail¬ 
able at the Santa Cruz Les¬ 
bian and Gay Community 
Center and in front of the 
Bookshop Santa Cruz in the 
Pacific Garden Mall. ▼

Partners Benefits 
Pushed in Oakland 


The staff of Santa Clara 
County’s Elmwood correc¬ 
tional facility in Milpitas will 
receive training in gay sensi¬ 
tivity and lifestyles following 
the transfer of all gay in¬ 
mates to the jail. 

The inmates were former¬ 
ly housed in a segregated 
maximum security county jail 
dormitory in downtown San 
Jose, and the transfer of the 
inmates to a separate bar¬ 
racks at the Elmwood facility 
caused problems, according to 
Paul Wysocki, a member of 
the SCC Human Relations 
Commission. 

“Although there haven’t 
been any reports of discrimi¬ 
natory actions, there was a 
hostile atmosphere,” he said. 

Wysocki said that some of 
the correctional facility staff 
members were unprepared 
to deal with the transfer of 
the inmates and were unedu¬ 
cated about gay lifestyles. 

“Privacy is a big issue for 
the transsexual inmates and 
for gay inmates. For example, 
there was only one communal 
shower. And there was not 
adequate privacy for inmates 
during visiting hours,” he 
said. 

Wysocki said that in the 
previous jail, visitors and in¬ 
mates talked through a screen 
separating them, letting other 
inmates and visitors hear the 
conversations. 

“Everyone could hear and 
there may have been HIV is¬ 
sues or other personal issues 
that inmates wished to dis¬ 
cuss,” he said. 

Wysocki told the Bay Area 
Reporter that some of the cor¬ 
rectional facility staff were 
well informed but others 
were poorly educated about 
gay lifestyles and thought that 
gay sexual orientation and 
transsexuality or transvestism 
were the same. 

According to Wysocki, the 
gay sensitivity training will 
begin formally during the 
next year and will include a 
four-hour program as part of 
the regular training that cor¬ 
rectional officers receive. ▼

The city of Oakland wants 
the state Public Employees 
Retirement System to 
change its charter to allow 
Oakland to make health ben¬ 
efits available to domestic 
partners of city workers. 

The city’s health-care in¬ 
surance coverage is provided 
by PERS rather than private 
health-care providers. 

“The council has directed 
the city attorney to draft a 
resolution to be presented to 
the state to change their char¬ 
ter,” said Leo Handy Jr., an 
aide to Councilmember 
Marge Haskell. 

According to Handy, the 
PERS charter has to be 
changed to include domestic 
partners in addition to spous¬ 


es. He said that San Francisco 
deals directly with local 
health-care plan providers 
who have their own defini¬ 
tions of who is eligible for 
coverage.

“We’re pleased that as part 
of its resolution, the City 
Council requested the state 
agency expand its coverage to 
include domestic partners. 
We’re hopeful that full bene¬ 
fits will be extended in the fu¬ 
ture,” said Vicky Kolakows-

52% of Coupon Sales 
Go to AIDS Fund

The 1991 Community 
Coupon Book, which was de¬ 
signed to promote lesbian and 
gay businesses while con¬ 
tributing to the fight against 
AIDS, has an important re¬ 
port to make to the hundreds 
of gay and straight San Fran¬ 
ciscans who bought the book 
last year. 

Patti Waterman and Karen 
Belk, the lesbian producers of 
the book, which contained 80 
discount opportunities in pre¬ 
dominantly gay businesses, 
announced recently that al¬ 
though they originally adver¬ 
tised that 10 percent of the 
book’s proceeds would go to 
the AIDS Emergency Fund, 
the actual contribution figure 
was 52 percent, a figure ver¬ 


ified by AEF treasurer Lance 
Henderson. 

The organization con¬ 
firmed it had received about 
$4,800 in donations from the 
sale of the book. 

“Our biggest mistake was 
to print that 10 percent of the 
proceeds were going to AEF 
in the book. We set the per¬ 
centage at 10 percent initially 
because that is what we saw 
other businesses contributing. 
Many people thought 10 per¬ 
cent was too low. Therefore, 
we started to accept checks to 
the AIDS Emergency Fund 
directly, and in return we 
would give them a book,” 
they said. 

Belk and Waterman 
reached the 52 percent mark 
by giving AEF the total

New Alliance Party Under Attack

Controversial New Al¬ 
liance Party presidential can¬ 
didate Lenora Fulani was a 
no-show at the State Building 
on March 7. 

Fulani had been scheduled 
to appear at an afternoon 
meeting that organizers billed 
as a Peace and Freedom Par¬ 
ty regional meeting, but the 
meeting was cancelled amidst 
charges and countercharges. 

Cesar Cadabes, a 
spokesman for the New Al¬ 
liance Party, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the meet¬ 
ing was cancelled for two rea¬ 
sons. 

Fulani had political obliga¬ 
tions in New York, Cadabes 
said, and the state chair of the 


Peace and Freedom Party 
ruled that the meeting was 
unauthorized. 

“The New Alliance Party 
is not the Peace and Freedom 
Party. Some members of the 
New Alliance Party control 
the San Francisco County 
Central Committee though le¬ 
gal means, running for and 
being elected to office,” Mau¬ 
reen Smith, PFP state chair, 
said. 

However, Smith criticized 
the use of the State Building 
as a “misuse of privilege” and 
said that the so-called regional 
meeting was a NAP fundrais¬ 
er for Fulani. 

Smith also criticized the 
group for encouraging unsus¬ 
pecting donors who believed 


they were making contribu¬ 
tions to the PFP when they 
were actually giving funds to 
the local unit’s coffers. 

Although Fulani cancelled 
her appearance, pickets out¬ 
side the State Building 
protested the planned event. 

Paul Bernardino of the 
Network Against War and 
Fascism denounced the New 
Alliance Party, which recruits 
heavily in the lesbian and gay 
community and has spon¬ 
sored several gay members as 
candidates for local and state 
political office, as “anti-gay” 
and “anti-black” and a “polit¬ 
ical mind control cult.” 

“The New Alliance Party 
is trying to infiltrate, destroy

Give Clinton a Chance 


I t’s looking more and more like Gov. Bill Clinton 
will be the Democratic nominee for president this 
year. Clintons stunning victories in Texas and 
Florida show he can win in states with large, di¬ 
verse populations. His wins in Deep South states show 
he has the potential to carry his homebase region. And 
carrying the South is essential to winning in November. 

Last week we reported on a fundraiser that prominent 
gays and lesbians held in Los Angeles on behalf of Clin¬ 
ton. In the same issue we ran a letter that questioned 
Clinton’s record as governor of Arkansas with regard to 
gay and AIDS issues. Since that article and letter ap¬ 
peared we’ve received more letters from readers con¬ 
cerned about Clinton. 

While we are in no position yet to endorse Gov. Clin¬ 
ton, we can’t help but point out that the alternative, Pres¬ 
ident Bush, does not deserve to be re-elected. His record 
with regard to AIDS and gay issues is abysmal. 

Arkansas is by no means a state that represents the na¬ 
tion as a whole. We shouldn’t base what Clinton would 
do as president when he represents the entire nation in 
which the gay community is vocal and gay rights are a 
major issue on what he did or didn’t do in Arkansas. 
They are two entirely different ball games. 

And in the coming months we will find out exactly 
what Clinton’s record in Arkansas is. 

The fact that Clinton went to Los Angeles to attend a 
gay fundraiser on his behalf says something more than 
just his flying in to pick up a quick check. Would Bush 
have done likewise? To those who warn that Clinton 
may be another Pete Wilson, at least Clinton is a Demo¬ 
crat. 

As far as AIDS is concerned, according to Michael Pe- 
trelis of ACT UP, when Clinton was confronted by AIDS 
activists prior to the South Dakota primary earlier this 
year, he responded with an “impressive” five-point plan 
to fight the epidemic. 

Clinton may not be the candidate that every liberal 
wants, but he has more to offer than Bush. And despite 
former Massachusetts Sen. Paul Tsongas’ strong commit¬ 
ment to the gay and lesbian community, it is doubtful he 
will win the nomination. And even if he did, he would 
likely be chewed up and spit out by a Republican ma¬ 
chine that would love nothing better than to wage anoth¬ 
er filthy campaign against another Massachusetts Greek. 

This year we have the best shot at deposing the Rea- 
gan-Bush-fundamentalist regime. Before we stumble all 
over ourselves with predictions of gloom and doom, let’s 
give the man a chance to show his true colors. ▼

An Open Letter to Magic Johnson 


F irst, let us introduce ourselves; we are the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
(INS) Working Group comprised of mem¬ 
bers from both chapters of the AIDS Coali¬ 
tion to Unleash Power in San Francisco (ACT UP/ 
Golden Gate and ACT UP/San Francisco). Our 
main goal is to end the United States’ immigration 
and travel restrictions against people with HIV. At 
the risk of repeating information of which you may 
already be aware, we are writing this letter to en¬ 
courage you to advocate for the change of this dis¬ 
criminatory and harmful INS policy. 

As recent statements by the American Medical 
Association (AMA) and the U.S. Surgeon General 
Antonia Novello, as well as the National Commis¬ 
sion’s own reports point out, there are no sound 
public health reasons for the inclusion of HIV on 
the list of diseases that are considered grounds for 
the exclusion of people from traveling and/or im¬ 
migrating to the United States. 

These restrictions force HIV-positive people 
“underground.” Fearing deportation and the col¬ 
lapse of social support networks, foreign nationals 
who are HIV positive often do not seek out health 
care. Most people who are affected have been liv¬ 
ing in the U.S. for years and are effectively 
“Americans” who are often denied access to health 
care. The information that the public has received, 
namely that there will be a flood of HIV-positive 
immigrants who would then become “public 
charges” if the restrictions were lifted, is patently 
false and is being perpetuated by certain politicians 
who would like people to believe that immigrants 
are the cause of the country’s socioeconomic prob¬ 
lems. Most immediately this U.S. policy is direct¬ 
ly affecting Haitians seeking refuge in this country. 

As you already have experienced with the Aus¬ 
tralian basketball team, there exists great misin¬ 
formation and bias toward people with HIV HIV 
legislation should encourage the dissemination of 
knowledge and practical information rather than 
perpetuate hysteria, fear and anti-immigrant set¬ 
tlement. 

South Africa, the only other industrial nation 
besides the U.S. that does not provide health care 
for all people within its borders, has recently 


removed its travel and iunmgiauon restrictions 
based on HIV antibody status. The U.S. has a uni¬ 
que position in this pandemic and should be a 
leader in assuring that people with HIV do not face 
discrimination that puts their lives in jeopardy. Un¬ 
fortunately, presidential leadership has been large¬ 
ly detrimental to the public health. 

You have a unique position in that you are now 
the only HIV-positive person serving on the Na¬ 
tional Commission on AIDS. You are a national 
athletic hero who is loved and respected by millions 
of people all over the world, and you have the 
potential to become a powerful advocate for the 
rights of HIV-positive people whose voices are not 
heard in the halls of the Capitol and the White 
House. As a man of African descent and as a per¬ 
son with HIV, you have firsthand experience of dis¬ 
crimination. Enclosed is a copy of an eloquently 
written essay by Stephanie Salter which appeared 
in the Nov. 19 issue of the San Francisco Examiner, 
which discusses the fact that if Spain had restric¬ 
tions such as the U.S. does, you would not be able 
to play in the Summer Olympics. 

We hope that you will include this issue when¬ 
ever and wherever you speak. We would like to see 
you hold a press conference specifically to address 
the U.S. HIV immigration/travel restrictions and 
use your position on the National Commission and 
your position as a national hero to influence public 
opinion and the political figures who stand in the 
way of compassion and justice for all people with 
HIV. Closing borders in an alleged attempt to pro¬ 
tect the public only perpetuates fear and ignorance 
and hinders educational and scientific efforts. As 
you probably know, international and activist con¬ 
demnation of the United States’ policies led to the 
relocation of the VIII International Conference on 
AIDS from Boston to Amsterdam. 

We would like to take you up on your commit¬ 
ment to meet with people affected by and fighting 
against HIV/AIDS and hope that you will meet 
with us to further discuss this complex issue. To 
reach us, please call or write either Tomas 
Fab regas, 378 Van Buren Ave., Apt.

Ask him to investigate his own files for a suspicious 
pattern of similar charges, like he’s supposed to do. 
Tell Sheriff Cardoza that you are incensed that he’s 
choosing to squander millions of overtime dollars on 
these undercover operations, while drug gangs ter¬ 
rorize other parts of the county. Especially if you live 
in San Mateo County, tell both of these men that you’ll 
remember them at the voting booth if the situation 
does not change. After all, both of them are politicians 
above all else.

Successful Sadie 

As campaign manager for Gil Block (“Sadie, Sadie 
the Rabbi Lady”), in his 1991 bid for a seat on the Con¬ 
cord City Council, I note with derision the misinfor¬ 
mation about Sadie and Concord currently being 
published in your newspaper.

Sadie has succeeded in drawing national attention 
to the gay rights situation in Concord and in cutting 
out for gay people a slice of the electoral pie in that 
city, where she and her supporters will remain an in¬ 
tegral part of Concord politics for some time to come.

Battle of the Bears 

I created and named a magazine called Bear in 1986, 
and similar to creating and naming a novel, it is pro¬ 
tected by copyright and trademark laws. The Bear Fax 
began as a free newsletter to attendees of J/O parties 
called Bear Hugs, both of which were begun after Bear 
magazine. It was put out non-commercially and sup¬ 
ported by us through reportage and in-kind con¬ 
tributions. 

Then, in 1989, the two partners owning the Bear Fax 
newsletter and J/O parties decided to start charging 
for their newsletter/magazine, taking advertising and 
entering the bookstores. There is an obvious 
trademark issue at stake now: Bear magazine and 
Bear Fax magazine, both featuring naked, hairy men, 
are being sold in commercial venues handling gay 
male erotica. We started getting distributors, 
bookstores and consumers confusing our products 
and our activities. 

I cannot afford the $100,000 lawsuit necessary to 
have a court decide if Bear magazine is or is not 
generic and therefore Bear Fax magazine is or is not 
a trademark infringement. The Bear Fax magazine 
refuses to change its name or be licensed by us. 

I have received death threats; the press has been 
given false documents; and computer bulletin boards 
featuring news of the bear community have contain¬ 
ed blatant lies about actions we have taken. Our re¬ 
quest for Bear Fax to change its name has been our 
only action. No lawsuits. No restraining orders. No 
threatening letters to other groups, organizations or 
individuals. 

I guess many vocal members of the community feel 
that you can’t own the name of your product — par¬ 
ticularly if it catches on. Bear magazine will now go 
the way of “aspirin” or “linoleum.” Should I take this 
as a compliment? To tell you the truth, I feel ripped 
off by a fraction of the faction of the community which 
my pioneering work helped to validate.

How Pro-Gay Is Bill Clinton? 


W ith Nebraska’s Bob 
Kerrey and Iowa’s 
Tom Harkin formal¬ 
ly out of the race 
and the prospects of the last- 
minute entry becoming more 
unlikely by the day, the contest 
for the Democratic presiden¬ 
tial nomination has narrowed 
to Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton, 
a party moderate who is now 
clearly the front-runner; 
former Massachusetts Sen. 
Paul Tsongas, the party sur¬ 
prise of the primary season; 
and former California Gov. 
Jerry Brown, a self-described 
“populist.” 

Brown will not be the 
nominee but he should be a 
real player when the party 
picks its nominee at the July 
Convention in New York City. 

While it was Clinton who 
was racking up the primary 
wins these past two weeks, it 
was Tsongas who was talking 
about gay rights, and to do this 
while campaigning in the 
South shows he is a man who 
has conviction. 

Though Brown has a solid 
record of supporting gay 
causes, it was Tsongas who 
was taking his gay rights plat¬ 
form directly to the Southern 
states. No major candidate for 
president has quite so forceful¬ 
ly advocated equal rights for 
gays and lesbians as has 
Tsongas. 

In 1979 Tsongas was the first 
U.S. senator to introduce a gay 
rights bill to prohibit employ¬ 
ment discrimination based on 
sexual orientation, and he con- 
sistenly challenged former 
candidates Kerrey and Harkin 
to sign onto the bill he first in¬ 
troduced 12 years ago. 

Though 10 of the 11 states 
participating in ‘Super Tues¬ 
day’ primaries and caucuses 
still have “sodomy laws” mak¬ 
ing homosexuality illegal, 
Tsongas pledged again last 
week while campaigning in 
these states that if he becomes 
president, he would lift the 
Pentagon’s ban against gays 
and lesbians “on day one” of 
his administration. 

Tsongas, who successfully 
fought to include a gay rights 
plank in the 1980 Democratic 
Party platform, helped defeat 
an effort to prevent gays from 
using the federal Legal Ser¬ 
vices Corp. and opposed the 
appointment of an “anti-gay” 
minister to the U.S. Civil 
Rights Commission, says “gay 
rights in this era is the 
equivalent of women’s rights 
20 years ago.” 

Last Sunday, appearing on a 
national ABC news program, 
Tsongas again came out 
strongly for gay rights when, 
replying to a loaded question 
from newsman Sam Donald¬ 
son, he said, “I will not back 
down on this issue (gay rights),” 
adding that “America must be 
resolutely inclusive” and say¬ 
ing he felt strongly that gays 
and lesbians are as equal as 
any other American. 

“I strongly support the 
rights for all gay people,” 
Tsongas said. 

Brown, who appointed a 
number of gays and lesbians 
during his two terms as gover¬ 
nor, is likewise viewed as a 
friend of gays. He says that he 
supports the national gay 
rights bill and that, as presi¬ 
dent, he too would sign an 
executive order ending dis¬ 
crimination against gays in the 
federal work force.

While governor, Brown 
signed an executive order that 
prohibited discrimination in 
state employment. 

Clinton, who picked up 
$60,000 during a gay and les¬ 
bian fundraiser in Los Angeles 
a couple of weeks ago, seems 
somewhat less supportive of 
gay and lesbian issues. Though 
Clinton has called for revoking 
the Pentagon’s ban on gays, he 
still opposes the gay rights bill. 

The race for the Democrat¬ 
ic nomination to oppose the 
Republican’s anti-gay George 
Bush has narrowed down to 
these three. Clearly, Clinton 
has to be favored now to win 
the nomination, but it is just as 
clear that both Tsongas and 
Brown would be the better 
candidate when it comes down 
to the issue of gay and lesbian 
rights. 

Politics & People 

Dianne Feinstein, who has 
been campaigning for John 
Seymour’s U.S. Senate seat for 
the past year, made her can¬ 
didacy official last week and 
leads her nearest primary op¬ 
ponent by 25 percentage 
points. With statewide name 
identification at a whopping 94 
percent, the former San Fran¬ 
cisco mayor looks like a better- 
than-even bet of knocking off 
the anti-gay Seymour in Nov¬ 
ember to become California’s 
first female senator, or 
possibly one of two if Rep. Bar¬ 
bara Boxer, gaining in the 
polls, can pull out a June 
primary win. 

Californians Against 
Human Suffering, proponents 
of a right-to-die initiative, have 
submitted what is expected to 
be more than enough signa¬ 
tures to ensure the issue for the 
November ballot. The mea¬ 
sure would make it legal for 
terminally ill patients, assisted 
by physicians, to take their 
own lives, and this one is long 
overdue. 

Gay Republicans supporting 
Pat Buchanan? According to a 
recent column by Rob Morse 
in the Examiner, there are a 
number of them. Talk about 
self-hatred!!! There’s nothing 
wrong with being a political 
conservative, but for God’s 
sake, get your head out of your 
ass. This guy would exter¬ 
minate all of us! 

And how about Quentin 
Kopp’s now-famous letter to 
Mayor Frank Jordan, which 
the Examiner was only too 
happy to print on the Sunday 
front page. Kopp, who didn’t 
have the guts to run himself, 
now apparently still hates him¬ 
self for not doing so. How do 
you suppose the Ex got their 
hands on this letter anyway? 
Chill out, senator. 

Is television’s billionaire 


mogul Ted Turner, husband of 
one-time Democratic Party 
liberal activist Jane Fonda, 
donating to the campaign of 
the bigot Buchanan? 

Meanwhile, Jane’s ex, 
Assemblymember Tom Hay¬ 
den, still very much a liberal, 
is a candidate for the state Sen¬ 
ate from Santa Monica, and a 
fundraiser among his many 
San Francisco friends is in the 
works. 

If you thought you saw 
famed feminist Gloria 
Steinem lunching in a Castro 
area restaurant with friends 
the other day, you probably 
did. The noted author and 
founder of Ms. magazine was 
on her way to a Santa Cruz 
speaking engagement. 

Sen. John Seymour’s new 
TV ad: “Congress is the 
epitome of arrogance,” as 
though he wasn’t a contributor. 
Got to agree with you there, 
senator, and we can help 
change it by electing two new 
U.S. senators in California this 
year. 

Incidentally, Rep. Mel 
Levine has picked up the en¬ 
dorsements of Mayor Frank 
Jordan, and Supervisors 
Carole Migden, Harry Britt, 
Angela Alioto, Doris Ward and 
Bill Maher for the six-year seat 
of retiring Alan Cranston 
(hello, Barbara?) 

Meanwhile, the House 
Ethics Committee is threaten¬ 
ing to release the names of 
those House members who 
wrote bad checks (one mem¬ 
ber’s overdrafts totaled 
$700,000) and at least two Bay 
Area congressmembers are 
getting nervous.

Supe candidate Paul Wot- 
man has picked up the en¬ 
dorsement of Congressman 
Barney Frank, and Cleve Jones 
kicks off his campaign for 
supervisor with a party March 
18, from 5:30-7:30 p.m., at The 
Cafe, 2367 Market St., $25 con¬ 
tribution requested. Jones 
already has been endorsed by 
Lt. Gov. Leo McCarthy, 
Speaker Willie Brown, 
District Attorney Arlo Smith, 
Sen. Milton Marks and a long 
list of political heavyweights. 

Maryland U.S. Sen. Barbara 
Mikulski, who has a lot of 
friends here and is one of only 
two women U.S. senators, won 
renomination last week, but 
faces a strong challenge from 
an ultraconservative Republi¬ 
can in November.

Dianne Feinstein looked out 
over the cheering crowd and 
said, “How good it is to be 
home again in this crazy, 
wonderful city.” 

The rally in San Francisco 
last week capped appearances 
in San Diego and Burbank at 
which the first woman to be 
elected mayor of this city 
showed her determination to 
be the first woman elected U.S. 
senator from this state. 

With husband Richard 
Blum, Feinstein was flanked 
by a cohort of elected officials 
that included District Attorney 
Arlo Smith and Supervisors 
Carole Migden, Roberta Ach- 
tenberg, Jim Gonzalez, Kevin 
Shelley and Terence Hallinan. 

Lesbian activist Del Martin, 
asked if she thought Feinstein 
will make a difference in 
Washington, said, “Absolutely. 
We certainly do need women 
in the Senate, as you can see 
from the behavior of the 
Judiciary Committee. As 
Dianne says, two percent is not 
enough.” 

There are only two female 
senators now. 

The rally took place in the 
beautiful new Delancey Street 
complex, which occupies most 
of the block between Brannan, 
Townsend, the Embarcadero 
and First, renamed Delancey. 

Mimi Silbert, founder and 
president of Delancey Street 
Foundation, introduced Fein¬ 
stein to the assembled 
residents, union leaders and 
Democratic Party workers 
reflecting the ethnic and 
cultural mosaic of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

“It’s only fitting Dianne 
Feinstein should have this ral¬ 
ly at Delancey Street,” Silbert 
said, “because to tell you the 
truth, there would not be a 
Delancey Street without her.” 

Silbert recalled when Feins- 
tean was “the youngest super¬ 
visor in history” Delancey 
Street ran into neighborhood 
opposition to its self-help pro¬ 
gram for criminals. 

“When the neighbors went 
crazy, she was the first vote to 
allow a group of ex-felons and 
addicts to move in. As mayor, 
she was behind us every step of 
the way when we built this 


building. There is no doubt in 
my mind that whatever the 
need, whether it’s low-income 
housing or universal health 
care, she will be there.” 

There were many Delancey 
Street residents in the crowd, 
looking respectable in ties and 
sporting Feinstein buttons. 
Those in attendance were 
mostly, but by no means ex¬ 
clusively straight. 

Frank Ponzio described 
how the complex was con¬ 
structed from scratch by 
recovering addicts with train¬ 
ing provided by union locals. 
Ponzio works in a program to 
escort the elderly to physical 
therapy and recreation pro¬ 
grams. 

“There’s nothing you can’t 
do here,” he said, “as long as it’s 
not drugs.” 

At the rally Feinstein spoke 
of the “special mystique of this 
state.” The major themes of her 
campaign were sounded the 
previous week at a gathering in 
her home mostly of gay men. 
She spoke then of “the special 
atmosphere of California, the 


sense that you can make it 
here. It’s a unique feeling, and 
we’re in danger of losing it.” 

“It’s time for us to win one,” 
she told the guests in her 
home. 

At Delancey Street she said, 
“I’ve seen firsthand what the 
policies of Reagan did to our 
cities and our citizens,” and she 
vowed to “put California back 
to work.” She noted that 
641,000 Californians lost their 
jobs in 1991, a figure equal to 
the population of San Mateo 
County. 

“We must create a true peace 
dividend and make it work for 
this country,” she said. “It’s 
clear to me that 1,000 points of 
light no longer twinkle very 
brightly. I want to be a senator 
who fights AIDS and breast 
cancer and for a health policy 
that aims to keep us well. I 
want to see a woman’s right to 
choose become a permanent 
reality, never to be reversed by 
an ideologically packed Su¬ 
preme Court.” ▼ 


The former development 
director of the AIDS Action 
Council has been named exec¬ 
utive director of Dignity, a na¬ 
tional group of gay and les¬ 
bian Roman Catholics. 

Barry Goodlinson, former 
director of development for 
the AIDS Action Council and 
the House of Ruth, a District 
of Columbia women’s refuge, 
began the newly created posi¬ 
tion at Dignity/USA’s nation¬ 
al offices in Washington on 
March 1. 

“Our challenge is not to 
figure out how to reconcile 
being gay or lesbian and 
Catholic, but how to continue 
celebrating that we are gay 
and lesbian Catholics. Dignity 
is here to give new vision to 
the church and the world, and 
I am proud to be part of that 
work,” Goodlinson said. 

Goodlinson was chosen 
over 45 candidates for the po¬ 
sition. 

Goodlinson’s first task, ac¬ 
cording to Kevin Calegari, 
president of Dignity/USA, 
will be to build better cohe¬ 
siveness between local chap¬ 
ters of the group and the na¬ 
tional office. 

Dignity, which was found¬ 
ed in 1969, has 4,000 members 
in 85 chapters in 83 American 
cities. The organization’s 
chapters celebrate the Eu¬ 
charist and other Roman 
Catholic sacraments and pro¬ 
vide religious education and

social opportunities. 

In 1986 the Vatican banned 
gay groups from using Ro 
man Catholic Church facilities 
after Cardinal Joseph 
Ratzinger, head of the Inquisi¬ 
tion, said that gay sexual ac¬ 
tivity was intrinsically moral¬ 
ly disordered and that gay 
people had no claims to civil 
rights protections. 

“The Vatican attacked our 
movement, tried to silence us 
and drive gay Catholics out of 
the church, but it didn’t 
work,” Calegari said. 

San Francisco Roman 
Catholic Archbishop John 
Quinn banned the local Digni¬ 
ty chapter from meeting at a 
Tenderloin parish in 1989. 

Shortly after the expul¬ 
sion, Quinn was named to a 
seat on Mayor Art Agnos’ 
AIDS Task Force. ▼

Changes Ahead for LAPD 
As Rodney King Trial Begins

LOS ANGELES - One 
year after the videotaped 
beating of black motorist 
Rodney King by officers of 
the Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment, Los Angeles is 
slowly rumbling to a resolu¬ 
tion of some of the questions 
raised by the beating. 

The trial of the four white 
officers accused of King’s 
beating is under way in a 
Simi Valley courthouse.A 
search is on for a new LAPD 
chief and a campaign is build¬ 
ing for and against police re¬ 
forms recommended by the 
Christopher Commission, 
which will be on the June bal¬ 
lot. 

The lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity is keeping a close 
watch on the various proceed¬ 
ings. Apart from prominent 
mention in the Christopher 
Commission Report, which 
investigated police brutality 


and other related issues with¬ 
in the LAPD after the King 
beating, open lesbians and 
gay men have been up to now 
left out of the process. 

On Feb. 28 a city-appoint¬ 
ed panel of community lead¬ 
ers released a list of the top 
six contenders for the job of 
LAPD Chief to replace Daryl 
Gates. Subsequently, Los An¬ 
geles Police Commission 
President Stanley Sheinbaum 
ordered Gates and two Police 
Commissioners to investigate 
allegations of misconduct 
raised by disgruntled Latinos 
against three of the six 
prospective chiefs. 

Former Attorney General 
John Van de Kamp who head¬ 
ed the panel told gay leaders 
that attitudes toward gay is¬ 
sues were a factor in the se¬ 
lection process, which may or 
may not be part of the reason 
that Assistant Chief Robert 
Vernon did not make the fi¬ 
nal cut.

Vernon claims that an in¬ 
vestigation into the possibility 
that his Christian fundamen¬ 
talism has affected his job 
performance influenced the 
panel’s decision. Vernon is su¬ 
ing the city, charging that the 
investigation hreeches his 
First Amendment rights. 

The lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity is not displeased that 
Vernon was dropped because 
testimony before the Christo¬ 
pher Commission attributed 
many anti-gay statements to 
the assistant chief. 

“The fact that Robert Ver¬ 
non is not on the list lends a 
great deal of credibility to the 
process,” said David Smith, 
director of communications 
for the Los Angeles Gay and 
Lesbian Community Services 
Center. “While the fact that 
gay and lesbian activists have 
not been included directly is 
very disappointing and sig¬ 
nals a problem, the final deci¬ 
sion rests with Mayor (Tom) 
Bradley and the Police Com¬ 
mission, both of which have 
demonstrated sensitivity to 
community concerns.” 

The top six finalists are 
Philadelphia Police Commis¬ 
sioner Willie Williams, with 
the five others coming from 
the LAPD: Deputy Chiefs 
Bernard Parks, Matthew 
Hunt, Mark Kroeker, Glenn 
Levant and Assistant Chief 
David Dotson. 

Because of the rules of se¬ 
lection, which require that 
anyone outside of the LAPD 
score higher than all the other 
insiders, Division Chief Lee 
Baca of the Los Angeles Sher¬ 
iff’s Department did not 
make the final cut, which has 
infuriated the Latino commu¬ 
nity. Had the rules been dif¬ 
ferent, Baca would have 
ranked No. 3. 

L.A. City Councilmember 
Richard Alatorre decried the 
elimination of the qualified 
Latino who he said reflects 
the huge Los Angeles Latino 
population. 

Alatorre is trying to delay

(Photo: Karen Ocamb) 


the final selection of an 
LAPD chief until after the 
June 2 ballot when voters de¬ 
cide whether to accept 
Christopher Commission rec¬ 
ommendations, which include 
changing the city charter 
rules for selection of a new 
chief. 

Recently, Gates suggested 
that he will not step down un¬ 
til after the June 2 primary. 
Previously, Gates promised to 
resign by April 1, the dead¬ 
line used by the Police Com¬ 
mission to launch a search for 
a new chief. 

In anticipation of a hard 
fight by Gates to defeat the 
Christopher Commission rec¬ 
ommendations to reform the 
LAPD, Warren Christopher 
and members of his commis¬ 
sion announced March 4 that 
they were mounting a cam¬ 
paign to win approval for the 


ballot measure. 

Also part of the group 
called Citizens for Law En¬ 
forcement and Reform are 
other community representa¬ 
tives, including lesbian attor¬ 
ney Carol Anderson and 
GLCSC Legal Director Roger 
Coggan. 

“This is a historic opportu¬ 
nity to have a police force 
that is truly reflective of the 
Los Angeles community, in¬ 
cluding lesbians and gay 
men,” Coggan said. “You 
know that when (state Sen. 
and SB 982 author) Ed Davis 
and I are serving on the same 
committee, this issue tran¬ 
scends the politics of the day.” 

Meanwhile, several lesbian 
and gay political activists are 
asking questions about the six 
police chief candidates.

State Panel to Address 
Alcohol Abuse Among Gays

LOS ANGELES - “The 
incidence of alcoholism in the 
gay and lesbian community is 
higher than in the American 
Indian community,” says at¬ 
torney Bob Burke who serves 
as the co-chair of the state Ad¬ 
visory Committee on Alco¬ 
hol-Related Problems. 

The high rate of alcohol 
and drug abuse among gays 
and lesbians is linked to 
AIDS and HIV infection, and 
a high rate of depression and 
suicide attempts. 

At its next meeting, Burke 
will direct the board to start 
programs “dealing with alco¬ 
holism and drug abuse in the 
gay and lesbian community at 
a statewide level.” 

Since 1973 the Van Ness 
House has been an outpost 
for gays and lesbians trying to 
break the cycle of addiction, 
recover and start new lives. 

The first sober living envi¬ 
ronment in the country to ac¬ 


cept gays and lesbians and 
people with HIV, the Van 
Ness House serves an under¬ 
served population. No one, in¬ 
cluding people living on the 
streets, is turned away if they 
demonstrate a sincere desire 
to get sober. However, appli¬ 
cants must be 18 years old or 
over. 

The problems of alco¬ 
holism and drug addiction are 
so massive that the Van Ness 
House has an eight-week 
waiting list to get into one of 
the 20 beds. 

The waiting list varies 
from week to week, however, 
and the applicants are encour¬ 
aged to call the House every 
day and attend regular meet¬ 
ings of Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous. 

Last year the Van Ness 
House opened a three-quarter 
transitional living house to 
ease the readjustment to 
sober living in the “real” 
world. 

The Van Ness House of¬ 


fers a number of different 
programs including one-on- 
one and group counselling as 
well as regular, visiting AA 
and other 12-Step meetings. 
There is also an HIV support 
group. 

Though lesbians are wel¬ 
come, they number fewer 
than gay men. 

“Alcoholism is still a clos¬ 
eted thing, even with les¬ 
bians,” says Van Ness House 
Program Advocate Fred 
Jones. “They’re still not out in 
front where people can see 
them.” 

However, the programs for 
lesbians have impressed les¬ 
bian leaders such as Ann 
Bradley who actively sup¬ 
ports the House. 

On March 14 the Van Ness 
House will hold its annual 
fundraising dinner at the Bilt- 
more Hotel. Actor Bruce 
Davison will host the event, 
which will honor Assembly- 
member Terry Friedman and 
Jerri Patrick. ▼

New York, St. Pat's Organizers 
Square Off as Parade Nears

Iowa Sen. Tom Harkin, 
whose traditionally liberal 
Democratic message failed to 
win him any primaries, offi¬ 
cially ended his quest for the 
presidential nomination 
March 9. He was dogged by 
ACT UP right to the bitter 
end. 

As Harkin began his candi¬ 
dacy-withdrawal speech at 
Gallaudet University, a col¬ 
lege for the deaf, ACT UP’s 
Michael Petrelis, with whom 
Harkin had repeated run-ins' 
last month in New Hamp¬ 
shire and South Dakota, 
stood up and shouted, “Gay 
America wants to know why 
you’re not a co-sponsor of the 
federal gay-rights bill. We 
want gay rights now! We’ve 
been following you around 
the country. We want civil 
rights for gays right now! 
ACT UP, fight back, we want 


gay rights!” 

Harkin’s security men 
climbed over several deaf au¬ 
dience members to grab Pe¬ 
trelis. The audience started 
shouting “Harkin, Harkin” in 
an effort to drown out the 
demonstrator as he was re¬ 
moved from the auditorium. 

“I went to the floor, re¬ 
fused to stand up and kept 
shouting,” Petrelis said. 
“They dragged me out of the 
auditorium, wouldn’t let me 
stand in the lobby, and finally 
escorted me off university 
property.” 

At press time, ACT UP’s 
small Presidential Project, 
spearheaded by Petrelis, had 
moved on to Florida to con¬ 
front the candidates on gay 
and AIDS issues prior to the 
Super Tuesday primary. 

But before departing 
Washington, Petrelis again 
blasted the National Gay and

NEW YORK - City Hu¬ 
man Rights lawyers locked 
horns with St. Patrick’s Day 
Parade officials March 6 in a 
bitter legal battle regarding a 
gay Irish group that could 
seal the fate of this year’s 
march up Fifth Avenue. 

The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission accused parade orga¬ 
nizers of using the First 
Amendment as a “smoke¬ 
screen” to mask their illegal 
discrimination against the 
Irish Lesbian and Gay Organi¬ 
zation, which has been barred 
from marching. 

But attorneys for the An¬ 
cient Order of Hibernians, 
which sponsors the parade, 
charged that forcing them to 
let the gays to march violated 
their right to free association 
and freedom of religion. 

The verbal volleys came in 
the first round of arguments 
in the commission’s case 
against the local, state and na¬ 
tional Hibernians, who are 
charged with violating city 
law that bans discrimination 
based on sexual orientation. 

With the parade less them 
two weeks away, some Hiber¬ 
nians were threatening to can¬ 
cel the nation’s largest St. 
Patrick’s Day celebration if 
they lose in the courts. 

A decision from the com¬ 
mission’s chief administrative 
law judge, Rosemarie Mal¬ 
donado, was not expected un¬ 
til late this week at the earli¬ 
est. A similar battle is shap¬ 
ing up this year in Boston. 

Deputy Human Rights 
Commissioner Rolando Acos¬ 
ta said it was an “undisputed” 
fact that the Hibernians did 
not want to let the gay group 
to march solely because of 
their sexual orientation. 

“This is repugnant to those 
of us who want to create a 
bias-free city,” he said. 

Acosta argued that there 
was a long history of the gov¬ 
ernment intervening to stop 
discrimination by private 
groups and that the public’s 
interest in stopping it out¬ 
weighed the Hibernians’ right 
to free association. 

He said the parade was a 
public event and that it was a 
“secular celebration,” not a re¬ 
ligious one as the Hibernians 
claim. 

“It is a a day for all of us to 
be Irish,” Acosta said. “Do not 
allow the respondents to hide 
behind a smokescreen they 
recently developed to justify 


their illegal discrimination,” 
he told the judge, referring to 
the First Amendment argu¬ 
ment advanced on the Hiber¬ 
nians’ behalf this week by the 
New York Civil Liberties 
Union. 

But lawyers for the Hiber¬ 
nians insisted the government 
was meddling in a private, re¬ 
ligious affair run by devout, 
practicing members of the 
Catholic Church, which 
deems homosexuality a sin. 

“What we’re talking about 
here is separation of church 
and state,” shouted attorney 
Jacob Fuchsberg, a former 
judge on the state’s highest 
court. 

He called St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, which is the key 
landmark on the parade 
route, the “home of this fra¬ 
ternal organization.” 

“We don’t have to adver¬ 
tise the things that we don’t 
believe,” railed Fuchsberg, 
who was representing ousted 
parade chairman Francis 
Bierne. 

Ernest Mathews, lawyer 
for the county chapter of Hi¬ 
bernians, took a slightly dif¬ 
ferent tack. 

“The first defense that we 
have is that there is no dis¬ 


crimination,” he told the 
judge. “And then the second 
defense is that if you do find 
that there is discrimination ... 
that the parade committee 
has a right to discriminate.” 

Mathews said ILGO was 
treated like any other group 
and was placed on a long 
waiting list of those who ap¬ 
plied to march. But he ac¬ 
knowledged that when they 
reach the top of the list in 
three or four years they will 
then be turned down because 
the Hibernians have a First 
Amendment right to practice 
their religion as they see fit. 

The dispute is a continua¬ 
tion of the fight from last 
year, when the Hibernians 
first barred the group from 
marching. 

Division 7 of the Hiberni¬ 
ans invited the gays to march 
with them under their ban¬ 
ner. Many did and Mayor 
David Dinkins gave up his 
customary position in the pa¬ 
rade to march with them. But 
they were booed for 40 blocks 
or more and at one point, 
splashed with beer. 

The Hibernians then sus¬ 
pended Division 7 and reis¬ 
sued the ban on ILGO. T

Boston Judge Allows 
Irish Gays to March

BOSTON — A judge issued 
a temporary restraining order 
March 11 allowing an Irish- 
American gay pride group to 
march in Sunday’s St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade through 
South Boston. 

Suffolk County Superior 
Court Judge Hiller Zobel is¬ 
sued the ruling just before 
noon after hearing arguments 
on a lawsuit brought by the 
gay pride organization, which 
had been banned from taking 
part in the annual event. 

Both sides had previously 
said that no matter what the 
ruling, the judge’s decision 
would be appealed all the 
way to the state’s highest 
court. 

The judge said he wanted 
to issue a speedy ruling in the 
case to allow the appeal pro¬ 
cess to go forward before 


Sunday’s parade. 

The gay activists had filed 
the suit against the organizers 
of the march, claiming they 
were bigoted. 

The organizers, however, 
argued against the gay 
marchers, saying they cannot 
be trusted because the presi¬ 
dent of the group, Barbara 
Kay, failed to disclose her 
membership in the gay 
militant organization, Queer 
Nation. 

Members of the Irish- 
American Gay, Lesbian and 
Bisexual Pride Committee 
charged in the Suffolk Supe¬ 
rior Court suit that leaders of 
the South Boston Allied War 
Veterans Council infringed on 
their constitutional rights to 
free expression and equal pro¬ 
tection under the law.

Carson Stuck by Burt Reynolds 

Burt Reynolds says many good friends deserted him in the 
mid-1980s when rumors circulated that he had AIDS. The 
problem was that an injury suffered during the filming of a 
movie left him unable to eat and unable to tolerate sound 
or light. “I got hit with a chair filming ‘City Heat,’ hit hard 
on my temple,” Reynolds says in an interview in Parade 
magazine. He spent much of the next two years bedridden 
in a dark room with Loni Anderson, now his wife, attend¬ 
ing him and fearing that his career was finished. “And then 
the rumors started, “ he says. “The AIDS stuff, the gay 
stuff.... Then all the wonderful comedians joked about it — 
nice people like Joan Rivers, who really went after me. I 
was incredibly hurt. But what amazed me were the friends 
who abandoned us. They saved us a lot of money on Christ¬ 
mas cards but we lost a lot of friends.” Reynolds says one 
person who devotedly stuck by him was Johnny Carson, de¬ 
spite a reputation for being aloof. — UPI 

N.J. To Stop Segregating HIV Inmates 

TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) — Inmates with AIDS or infected 
with the HIV virus will no longer be segregated from other 
prisoners under an agreement announced between the 
New Jersey Corrections Department and Public Advocate’s 
Office. The settlement, which must be approved by U.S. 
District Judge Anne Thompson, ends a four-year-old suit 
brought by the Office of Inmate Advocacy regarding the 
treatment of HIV-positive prisoners. Corrections officials 
also agreed to provide comprehensive medical treatment 
following U.S. Public Health Service guidelines, including 
anti-viral therapy and nutritional supplements. HIV-positive 
inmates will also have access to programs, prison jobs, 
work release and furloughs. All inmates entering the sys¬ 
tem will receive an HIV-risk assessment as part of a health 
screening with testing recommended where it seems appro¬ 
priate. Corrections will provide training for staff and in¬ 
mates on HIV transmission as part of the agreement. There 
are 62 inmates diagnosed with AIDS among the 22,000 in 
the system. Another 755 inmates are known to be HIV-posi¬ 
tive. 

Students Target ROTC Bias 

The National Lesbian, Gay and Bisexual Student Caucus, 
an affiliate of the U.S. Student Association, organized a na¬ 
tional ballot campaign on college campuses urging Presi¬ 
dent Bush to rescind the ROTC and Department of Defense 
discriminatory policies against lesbian, gay and bisexual 
people. The caucus delivered the ballots to the president 
March 9 during National Student Lobby Day. They also 
plan to lobby congressional representatives and senators to 
co-sponsor the Gay and Lesbian Civil Rights Bill. For more

Third March on Washington 

Organizers, who estimate the 1993 March on Washington 
will cost $500,000, are set to launch a major fundraising 
campaign and open a national office in Washington. Bart 
Casimir of the Black Coalition on AIDS in San Francisco 
was elected the 12-member Executive Committee at the 
February meeting. Co-chairs of the march are expected to 
be elected at the next National Steering Committee meet¬ 
ing in May.

Lambda Fights AIDS Insurance Ruling 

Lambda Legal Defense and Education Fund has filed a pe¬ 
tition with the Supreme Court seeking review of a U.S. 
Court of Appeals AIDS medical insurance ruling. The 
November 1991 ruling upheld an employer’s decision to 
change its medical insurance plan by imposing a cap of 
$5,000 on AIDS-related care but retaining a million-dollar 
ceiling for all other conditions. Lambda filed the request for 
a review on the grounds that the ruling violates anti-dis¬ 
crimination clauses in federal statues regulating benefit 
plans.

The 1993 March on Washington for Lesbian, Gay and Bi¬ 
sexual Equal Rights and Liberation has announced a com¬ 
petition to create an official logo expressing the ideal of the 
event.

GOP Targets Federal Funding 
Of Public Broadcasting

WASHINGTON - A band 
of Republicans, led by Senate 
GOP leader Robert Dole, 
have launched an all-out fight 
against federal financing for 
public radio and television, 
charging the CPB with in¬ 
creasing liberal bias and call¬ 
ing the claim of quality pro¬ 
gramming a huge myth. 

After waiting since last 
November, the Senate has 
forced consideration of the 
three-year, $1.1 billion autho¬ 
rization for public broadcast¬ 
ing on an 87-7 vote to take up 
the legislation. 

The large vote virtually as¬ 
sured passage of the legisla¬ 
tion bill, but Dole promised 
that Republicans will “fire 
some shots at this bill” and 
said that in times of recession 
“no federally funded program 
should be given a red-carpet 
ride through Congress, even 
if it claims to be art, journal¬ 
ism or culture.” 

In a hard-hitting speech, 
Dole said, “Let’s face it — just 
because a program is aired on 
public television, it does not 
mean it is quality program¬ 
ming. That is the biggest 
myth about public TV and 
public radio.” 

The Senate GOP leader 
said that the self-proclaimed 
“seal of quality should not be 
a smokescreen for one-sided 
political bias, offensive pro¬ 
gramming in the name of art

and culture, or programming 
that may be very worthy, but 
just has no business being 
subsidized by the American 
taxpayer.” 

Dole said that as a “fre¬ 
quent viewer and supporter, I 
have never been more turned 
off and more fed up with the 
increasing lack of balance and 
the unrelenting liberal cheer¬ 
leading I see and hear on the 
public airwaves.” 

But he branded as a “red 
herring” the notion that Re¬ 
publicans want to create a 
conservative network. 


Sens. Terry Sanford, D- 
N.C., and Albert Gore, D- 
Tenn., charged that the Re¬ 
publicans were trying to in¬ 
timidate the persons who 
make the final decisions on 
programming. 

Gore said that “a willful 
band of ideologues” are trying 
to blackmail CPB unless CPB 
bends to their will. 

“They are trying to hold 
“Sesame Street” hostage to 
their political agenda. They 
are trying to hold ‘‘Mr. 
Rogers” hostage to their polit¬ 
ical agenda,” Gore said- 
“Leave them alone, They are 
doing a great job.” 

Federal financing accounts 
for about 17 percent of CPB’s 
budget, and both Presidents 
Richard Nixon and Ronald 
Reagan tried to kill taxpayer 
support for the television and 
radio network that now virtu¬ 
ally blankets the country. 

The CPB has come under 
some criticism from offering 
its affiliates “Tongues Un¬ 
tied,” a television documen¬ 
tary about black homosexu¬ 
als, and about “The New 
Range Wars,” a National 
Audubon Society special that 
angered some Western ranch¬ 
ers. 

“I don’t want — and the 
American people don’t want — 
to fund government radio and 
TV based on ideology, 
whether it is conservative or 
liberal,” Dole said, ▼

State Offers Help 
With AIDS Drugs 


Anecdotal evidence suggests 
that the perceived high cost of 
treatments keeps many people 
from getting medical help 
after receiving a positive test 
result for the presence of HIV. 

“HIV Counselor Perspec¬ 
tives,” a publication of the 
UCSF AIDS Health Project 
produced for the California 
Department of Health Ser¬ 
vices, Office of AIDS, details 
the story in the January 1992 
issue. 

In California, the Depart¬ 
ment of Health Services, Of¬ 
fice of AIDS, administers the 
AIDS Drug Program, which 
pays for a range of drugs. 

To be eligible for full 
coverage, a person must have 
an adjusted gross income of 
less than $26,480 annually. 
People earning between this 
amount and $50,000 are eligi¬ 
ble for partial reimbursement. 

The AIDS Drug Program 
pays for AZT, ddl, aerosolized 
pentamidine, Dapsone and 
trimethoprimsulfamethoxa- 
zole (TMP-SMX). The pro¬ 
gram also covers sulfadiazine 
(for PCP), pyrimethamine 


(toxoplasmosis), clindamycin 
(toxoplasmosis), ganciclovir 
(CMV retinitis) and nystatin 
(candidiasis). 

In addition, beginning in 
April 1992, the program will 
cover clotrimazole, fluconazole 
and ketoconazole (for fungal 
infections). 

California’s Early Interven¬ 
tion Program also offers free 
medical exams, including pre¬ 
scriptions, to people with HIV. 
Sites are located throughout 
the state and, in the Bay Area, 
in San Francisco, San Mateo, 
Berkeley, San Leandro and 
Fremont. 

Most private insurance com¬ 
panies and health mainten¬ 
ance organizations pay at least 
part of the cost of drugs ap¬ 
proved by the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

In San Francisco, the Center 
for Positive Care, funded by 
the SF Department of Public 
Health, offers a wide range of 
psychosocial programs includ¬ 
ing assistance with disability 
claims, case management and 
referrals. For information, call

Bulletin Board Offers Easy Access to AIDS Info

The AIDS Information 
Bulletin Board is a computer 
modem service that provides 
straight-forward information 
on AIDS. 

Founded by AIDS activist 
Ben Gardiner in 1985, the 
AIDS Information Bulletin 
Board is an electronic BBS, 
or bulletin board service, that 
allows people to communi¬ 
cate with others or retrieve 
vital information that may ei¬ 
ther be hard to find, or not 
readily available. 

Not only does the AIDS 
Information Bulletin Board 
contain a great deal of vital 
and sometimes hard to find 
information, but it is also or¬ 
ganized in such a way that 
the information is easy to re¬ 
trieve. 

The program is designed 
so that the user can “jump 
right in, get what you want 
and get out. It’s to the benefit 
of the caller,” Gardiner says. 

The bulletin board has a 
30-megabyte database and fea¬ 
tures all major newsletters 
from around the world. It also 
has several years of Wall 
Street Journal articles, Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis “Treat¬ 
ment Issues,” and statistics on 
AIDS. 

The bulletin board also

features telephone numbers 
and addresses for nearby loca¬ 
tions, all over the United 
States, where people can get 
more information on treat¬ 
ment. 

Gardiner says the bulletin 
board is not only for people 
with AIDS but for those who 
are worried about AIDS. 

People with AIDS, Gar¬ 
diner explains, already know 
a great deal about AIDS, and 
they are the ones who leave 
the messages that provide 
much of the new information. 

Gardiner has been invited 
to Poland, Czechoslovakia 
and Hungary this month to 
talk about the BBS and the 


system of information distri¬ 
bution. 

Gardiner is going to learn 
about what Eastern Europe is 
doing about AIDS. He says 
Eastern Europe is at the 
stage in the fight against 
AIDS that the United States 
was in 1982-1983. Gardiner 
hopes he can facilitate a big¬ 
ger and better system of in¬ 
formation distribution in Eu¬ 
rope, but he knows money is 
a major stumbling block. 

One of Gardiner’s sugges¬ 
tions will be to put the com¬ 
puter bulletin board service 
in public libraries so everyone 
can have access to it. 

Some of the advantages to 
the bulletin board, according 
to Gardiner, are that it is 
anonymous, there is instant 
access to new and vital infor¬ 
mation from all around the 
world, and it’s open 24 hours 
a day. 

In order to communicate 
with the AIDS Information 
Bulletin Board you need a 
computer, a modem, commu¬ 
nications software and a 
phone line. The primary line 
number to the BBS modem is

and usurp the progressive 
and anti-war movement and 
lesbian and gay groups,” he 
said. 

Bernardino’s group circu¬ 
lated hundreds of fliers in the 
Castro protesting NAP tac¬ 
tics. 

Bernardino said that the 
group routinely attacked its 
critics as pawns of the Demo¬ 
cratic Party. 

Cadabes agreed with 
Bernardino. 

“We need to take a look at 
where the attacks are coming 
from. The attacks are coming 
from the Democratic Party,” 
he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “We’re not going to be 


intimidated by a handful of 
leftists. The meeting was can¬ 
celled before we realized 
there were going to be pick¬ 
ets.” 

Fulani, a 41-year-old devel¬ 
opmental psychologist, has re¬ 
ceived more than $600,000 in 
matching federal funds for 
her presidential race. 

Although NAP bills itself 
as a “an independent, black- 
led, multiracial and pro-gay 
political party,” Bernardino 
charged that the group, which 
had early links to Lyndon La 
Rouche, infiltrates and then 
attempts to take over other 
political groups.

David Lee Anderson 

March 30,1957-Feb. 26,1992 


Berkeley Police Officer 
David Lee Anderson departed 
Code 3 with lights and siren 
going on Wednesday, Feb. 26. 

David was a 12-year veteran 
of the Berkeley Police Depart¬ 
ment. Prior to being with the 
BPD, he was a patrol officer 
with the Sausalito Police 
Department. David received 
his B.A. in Administration of 
Justice from Sacramento State 
University. While in college he 
worked with the Sacramento 
Sheriff s Department. 

During David’s career with 
the Berkeley Police Depart¬ 
ment, he served in a wide 
range of positions and respon¬ 
sibilities. He was a champion¬ 
ship marksman and served 
with the Barricade Subject 
and Hostage Negotiation 
team. He also served in the 
Career Criminal, Warrants, 
Administration Bureau and 
Special Enforcement Divi¬ 
sions. However, his special love 
was as a patrol officer and as a 
field training officer teaching 
recruits the techniques of 
street patrol; David loved grab¬ 
bing his squad car and heading 
onto the streets of his city. 

In 1990, David was elected 
by his peers as president of the 
Berkeley Police Officers Asso¬ 
ciation. While other police 
associations have and continue 
to have active gay and lesbian 
members, David was the first 
openly gay man to serve as the 
president of a police adminis¬ 
tration. He had served as vice 
president for a number of 
years and continued his com¬ 
mitment of helping his fellow 
officers until his health failed. 

David lead an open lifestyle 
and his fellow officers were 
well aware and accepting of 
David and his domestic part¬ 
ner, Kevin McPheeters. David 
opened new doors and left 
them open for others to follow. 


Early in the AIDS epidemic, 
David helped create the Red 
Cross Education Program for 
the State of California. It was 
the first of its kind and is still 
in operation helping people to 
understand AIDS/HIV and its 
implications. David also assist¬ 
ed many police agencies with 
familiarizingboth recruits and 
veteran officers with gay- and 
lesbian-sensitive issues. 

Officer Anderson was a 
founding participant of “Pigs 
in Paradise,” later to become 
the Golden State Peace Of¬ 
ficers Association. He enjoyed 
traveling and was a skilled 
yachtsman, sailing yearly in 
the Caribbean with his friends. 
He also spent time in Europe, 
especially enjoying Spain with 
its warm, romantic climate. 
David also enjoyed music, 
theatre and art and was often 
found singing show tunes in 
his squad car. 

David was a true American 
hero. His work as a police offi¬ 
cer was exceptional. He was 
always committed to helping 
people. But more than that, he 
was a warm, loving person. 
David had a large extended 
family whom he cared for 
greatly, and this family came 
forward in his last difficult 
months. David’s resolve to 
cope with his declining health 
gave strength and hope to all 
around him. 

His friends, family and 
fellow police officers salute Of¬ 
ficer David Anderson, star #56, 
of the Berkeley Police Depart¬ 
ment. He was a caring man, a 
leader, a teacher, a pupil. 

Star #56 is now 10-10, out of 
service. He leaves behind a 
legacy of human values and 
warm memories. David, your 
streets are now paved in gold, 
but remember, traffic laws will

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AIDS in School Controversy 
Spreads to New York Assembly

ALBANY, N.Y. - School 
officials who learn that some¬ 
one in their district has AIDS 
or is infected with HIV 
should be required to tell 
members of the community 
about it, a state lawmaker 
said March 6. 

“Anyone spending time in 
our schools knows that there 
are numerous bloody noses, 
cuts and scrapes, and other 
accidents which cause chil¬ 
dren, teachers and staff mem¬ 
bers to come in contact with 
blood,” Assemblyman Arnold 
Proskin, R-Colonie, said at a 
state Capitol news conference. 

Proskin proposed a bill 
that would require teachers, 
school administrators and 
principals to report any case 
of AIDS or HIV within their 
school district, but without 
naming the infected person. 


State law now requires 
that all cases of the virus be 
kept confidential. 

“AIDS is a deadly disease 
posing a potential threat to all 
communities. We now live in 
a dangerous age and it is time 
to protect our children and 
teachers in every way we 
can,” he said. 

Proskin said the bill was 
prompted by reports that 
there was a child infected 
with the HIV virus at the 
Loudonville Elementary 
School near Albany. 

Supporters said the idea 
was as much to educate as to 
protect. Loudonville Elemen¬ 
tary School PTA Chairwom¬ 
an Susan Zeronda, who 
brought the incident to 
Proskin’s attention, said re¬ 
quiring school officials to re¬ 
port HIV and AIDS cases 
would force people to accept 
that the virus exists even 


among schoolchildren. 

“Nobody wants to know 
that children in school have 
AIDS. But pretending it 
doesn’t exist is shirking re¬ 
sponsibility,” Zeronda said. 

David Eng, a spokesman 
for the New York City-based 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis, crit¬ 
icized the measure, saying it’s 
“pointless” and may lead to 
requiring people to say if they 
have the virus. 

“This is just another varia¬ 
tion on lawmakers using the 
excuse of people needing to 
be aware to introduce these 
kinds of bills. Everyone 
should be careful to begin 
with,” he said. 

He said the state should 
concentrate its efforts on edu¬ 
cating people about avoiding 
the disease, rather than iden¬ 
tifying its victims. ▼

David, a gay member of the Native- 
American community, left this world at 
Hodge House Hospice Sunday after¬ 
noon, Feb. 23. 

He decided not to pursue further drug 
therapy and died of PCP. He knew it 
was time. 

Most of his life was spent in Washing¬ 
ton state, being raised by his loving 
grandmother Mami, and his aunt Janet 
as his surrogate parents. David moved 
to SF about 3 x h years ago and until his 
illness, worked as a membership coor¬ 
dinator at the downtown YMCA. He 
also was involved with the AIDS 
Hotline as a volunteer. 

His involvemment with A.A. and 
N.A. was very important in his life, and 
he was very proud to be clean and sober 
til the time of his death. 

David was cremated in accordance 
with his wishes. His ashes were re¬ 
turned to Washington state and scat¬ 
tered on local waters. 

David expressed his pleasure with 
the support and care he received at 
Hodge House. He hated to be alone 
toward the end, and thanks to the staff 
there, he was not. He will be missed by 
his many friends, but be assured he is 
home now and at peace in his native 
Washington. 'W

S upporters of the 
Buchanan campaign in 
California are working 
to get some extra 
mileage out of his notorious 
homophobic “Tongues Un¬ 
tied” attack commercial. They 
are claiming that ACT UP 
has made threats of terrorist 
violence against them and, ac¬ 
cording to Examiner colum¬ 
nist Rob Morse, are calling 
for an FBI investigation of 
the matter. 

Upon examination of the 
details, the story turns out to 
be so convoluted and contra¬ 
dictory that it’s almost cer¬ 
tainly a hoax, concocted to 
generate sympathy for the 
pugnacious fascist battling it 
out with George Bush for re¬ 
actionary wing of the Repub¬ 
lican Party. The story de¬ 
pends very heavily on main¬ 
stream stereotypes and homo¬ 
phobia to make it “credible,” 
and only the most willfully 
credulous breeders—like Rob 
Morse and perhaps the FBI — 
could ever fall for it. 

For starts, Morse’s infor¬ 
mant described himself as an 
openly gay Buchanan support¬ 
er. I think one could question 
whether such creatures actu¬ 
ally exist at all; certainly 
you’d have to wonder about 
their contact with reality if 
they do. 

The gay Republican com¬ 
munity, not exactly a mass or¬ 
ganization, seems to have 
come out very solidly against 
Buchanan. They have been 
fighting an uphill struggle for 
recognition in the Republican 
Party, and the Buchanan in- 
surgence is the worst thing 
that’s happened to them since 
Gov. Pete Wilson vetoed AB 
101. It’s not impossible that 
one or two of these misguid¬ 
ed souls are insane enough to 
back Buchanan, but it seems 
far more likely that Morse’s 
caller was making up that 
part in order to deter charges 
of homophobia and to create 
an interesting, eye-catching 
“twist” in the story. 

The questionable caller, 
having presented his paradox¬ 
ical credentials, then claimed 
that “ACT-UP” had made 
threats against the Buchanan 
campaign, and him personal¬ 
ly. I don’t know what evi¬ 
dence of this he presented, 
but it doesn’t take much in 
this case because the main¬ 
stream is always ready to con¬ 
demn AIDS activists of just 
about anything. 

Weird Vibes 

However, I believe that 


Morse’s caller did make a fee¬ 
ble attempt to fabricate some 
incriminating evidence. Last 
Saturday, while the Republi¬ 
can Party of California was 
convening in Burlingame, I 
got a call from someone 
claiming to be Richard Burke 
of The New York Times. I 
wasn’t there to take the call 
as I was at the “Spew II” ‘zine 
conference in Los Angeles (a 
far more interesting event 
than the Burlingame bash, I 
assure you) but my conscien¬ 
tious partner, knowing how 
interested I would be, took 
careful notes. 

“Burke” gave the same 
“terrorist threat” story that 
Morse later published, and 
asked for an official ACT UP 
statement on the topic (having 
gotten my number off the 
ACT UP/Golden Gate phone 
message). He apparently ex¬ 
pected me to scramble up on 
a soapbox and deliver a vitri¬ 
olic, self-incriminating tirade 
against Buchanan, and was 
bitterly disappointed when 
this was not forth-coming. 

My partner told “Burke” 
that he doubted I knew any¬ 
thing, but that he would be 
glad to pass on his message. 
“Burke” then tried to get my 
partner to make some sort of 
comment, although this is 
scarcely accepted journalistic 
practice. Picture it: “While 
ACT UP did not officially 
deny wanting to assassinate 
Buchanan, the roommate of 
one of its members referred 
to the conservative commen¬ 
tator as a ‘dick-head’.” Even 
the Chron wouldn’t stoop so 
low. 

Picking up weird vibes, 
my partner declined to com¬ 
ment and tried to get 
“Burke’s” phone number. 
“Burke” said he was calling 
from the Burlingame Hyatt 
but didn’t know the number 
there. He hastily gave his 
room number — 204 — and 
hung up. 

I was intrigued by the sto¬ 
ry and tried to follow it up. It 
turns out that the Burlingame 
Hyatt simply doesn’t have a 
“room 204” in its numbering 
system, nor did they have any 
record of any Richard Burke 
among their guests that week¬ 
end. 

There really is a Richard 
Burke at The New York 
Times; he writes for their 
Washington bureau. I tracked 
him down and we chatted 
briefly. He had never called 
me and wasn’t anywhere near 
California that weekend, as 
he’s covering the Tsongas 
campaign and not the Repub¬ 
lican primaries. 


In fact, he was pretty un¬ 
happy about some nut wan¬ 
dering around pretending to 
be him. 

So we know my caller 
wasn’t who he claimed to be, 
and it seems likely that he’s 
the same guy who called 
Morse. After all, who else 
knew about this story at that 
time? 

Rich in Irony 

The hoaxster, believing his 
own irrational prejudices 
about ACT UP, assumed that 
we would spontaneously 
spew vitriol when he pushed 
our “Buchanan” buttons. If he 
had any real insight into the 
queer community, he 
would’ve known better. Sup¬ 
posedly we should all be in a 
tizzy over the “Tongues Un¬ 
tied” ad campaign; but in real¬ 
ity Bush remains the primary 
focus of our ire. 

Buchanan’s ad shows brief 
clips from that famous film 
about black gay men. Like 
the ad used to defeat the gay 
rights bill in Concord last fall, 
this one featured hunks scant¬ 
ily clad in leather straps gy¬ 
rating erotically at the San 
Francisco Gay Pride Parade. 

Meanwhile, the voice over 
denounces the Bush adminis¬ 
tration for squandering $5,000 
of tax-payer’s money to fund 
such trash. The Buchanan 
campaign ran it hundreds of 
times to influence the Georgia 
primary. 

The ad is rich in irony. For 
starters, “Tongues Untied” 
got its National Endowment 
for the Arts funding under 
the Reagan administration, 
the same Reagan administra¬ 
tion of which Buchanan 
claims to be the “true heir,” 
rather than during Bush’s 
tenure. The five grand went 
through three layers of ad¬ 
ministration before it finally 
reached the gay-positive 
movie, further diluting any in¬ 
criminating responsibility for 
funding such porno. 

While Buchanan bemoans 
the waste of federal dollars 
on such trash, far more than 
$5,000 has been spent on air¬ 
ing it by Buchanan’s own 
campaign. And every dollar 
that Buchanan spent pulled 
another in federal matching 
funds, ultimately spending far 
more “taxpayer dollars” than 
were granted to the movie via 
the NEA. 

Before this flap, “Tongues 
Untied” was seen by, at most, 
tens of thousands of viewers, 
virtually all of them queers. 
But now its footage, at least a 
little of it, has been seen by

Lesbian Task Force and the 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund for attempting to influ¬ 
ence primary politics solely 
from their Washington of¬ 
fices. 

“Our national gay leaders 
are basking in their lavender 
bubbles, hitting the cocktail 
parties and playing kissy-kissy 
with the very politicians that 
refuse to address our issues 
when they are on the cam¬ 
paign trail,” he said. 

The two groups defend 
their behind-the-scenes ap¬ 
proach as complementing 
ACT UP’s in-your-face tactics, 
which, the groups acknowl¬ 
edge, sometimes achieve dra¬ 
matic results. 

For example, when Pe- 
trelis and company zapped 
Gov. Bill Clinton at the Sioux 
Falls, S.D., airport last month, 
he responded on the spot 
with what activists termed an 
“impressive” five-point plan to 
combat the AIDS epidemic. 

“There is room for differ¬ 
ent strategies,” said NGLTF 
spokesman Robert Bray. “It’s 
terrific that ACT UP is in the 
trenches. We are making our¬ 
selves heard here.” 

Harkin congratulated the 
three Democrats still in the 
race for their party’s presiden¬ 
tial nomination and said that 
because of their successes, “af¬ 
ter today I will no longer be a 
candidate.” 

But Harkin said he will 
support the candidates — 
Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton, 
former Sen. Paul Tsongas of 
Massachusetts, and former 
California Gov. Jerry Brown 
Jr. 

“I’ll be there, and I’ll pay 
any price, bear any burden, 
learn to speak Greek, develop 
a Southern accent or learn to 
wear a turtleneck to ensure 
that a Democrat is elected 
president in 1992,” Harkin 
said, referring to characteris¬ 
tics associated with the other 
Democratic candidates. 

Later in his speech, Harkin 
said the nation needed to “say 
no to racism, say no to sex¬ 
ism, say no to homophobia.” 

Harkin began his address 
in total silence — using sign to 
speak to the students and fac¬ 
ulty of Gallaudet and paying 
tribute to his brother Frank. 

“My special source of inspi¬ 
ration is my older brother 
Frank who is deaf,” Harkin 
said, adding that when his 
brother graduated from the 


Iowa School for the Deaf, “his 
horizons were limited. But to¬ 
day, the only limit the deaf 
children graduating from here 
or there have is their ability 
to dream.” 

Harkin had campaigned as 
the true Democrat in the race, 
relying heavily on labor union 
support and preaching a New 
Deal style rhetoric. 

He started out the cam¬ 
paign winning the first caucus 
in his home state of Iowa, 
where he was not challenged 
by any of the other candi¬ 
dates. Later, he also won the 
Idaho caucuses and appeared 
to be leading the Minnesota 
caucuses. 

But his final weekend in 
the race provided no uplift. 
Hoping for a big black and 
union vote in the March 7 
South Carolina primary, 
Harkin finished third with 
only 6 percent of the vote. He 
ended fourth in Arizona and 
Wyoming caucuses and dead 
last in Nevada caucuses 
March 8. 

His farewell speech, com¬ 
ing one day before the mas¬ 
sive “Super Tuesday” prima¬ 
ry schedule, reflected the pop¬ 
ulist senator’s philosophy in 
Congress and on the cam¬ 
paign trail. 

“For the last six months 
I’ve had the opportunity to do 
something very special,” 
Harkin said. “It has indeed 
been the privilege of a life¬ 
time that this son of a coal 
miner and an immigrant 
mother could climb the lad¬ 
der of opportunity and run 
for the presidency of the Unit¬ 
ed States of America.” 

Harkin was the third 
Democrat to drop out of the 
campaign. Sen. Bob Kerrey of 
Nebraska, who also fared 
poorly in early primaries, 
dropped out March 5 and Vir¬ 
ginia Gov. Douglas Wilder 
left earlier in the year. 

Before leaving for Iowa 
and another goodbye speech 
in his home state, Harkin said 
he will continue to fight for 
‘‘keeping the progressive 
agenda alive.” 

“We can defeat George 
Bush, win the presidency and 
build a new America,” he 
said. 

Harkin would not say who 
would benefit most from his 
departure, although some 
Democratic leaders speculat¬ 
ed Clinton might have the 
most to gain. T

Partnership Buys 
Fife's River Resort 


Fife’s, the popular Russian 
River gay resort, is being sold 
to Samuel Northern Jr., a 
Monte Rio investor who is re¬ 
portedly paying an estimated 
$1.6 million for the 15-acre re¬ 
sort 

The sale is being made to 
a partnership that includes 
Northern, who was unavail¬ 
able for comment. A partner 
in the purchase of the proper¬ 
ty confirmed the sale and re¬ 
ferred all calls to Northern. 

The property was owned 
by the late Peter Pender, who 
left a multimillion estate 
when he died of AIDS in 
1991. 

Fred Waszack, owner of 


the Burl Shop in Guerneville 
and a member of the local les¬ 
bian and gay business associ¬ 
ation, said that the sale of 
Fife’s had not been finalized 
and that contrary to press 
accounts the sale does not 
mean that the area is losing 
its identity as a gay resort 
spot. 

“There’s an established gay 
community in the area and 
we have more business up 
here that ever. We’re gearing 
up for our best season ever,” 
Burl said. 

The business association is 
comprised of more than 40 
businesses that include shops, 
motels, restaurants and bars.

the appeals judges ruled they 
had standing. 

The appeals judges said 
the appellants did have the 
standing to attack the consti¬ 
tutionality of the law, “be¬ 
cause they have shown that 
the statute causes actual harm 
which goes far beyond the 
threat of prosecution.”' 

The statute makes it a 
crime for a person to engage 
in sexual activity with anoth¬ 
er consenting adult of the 
same gender in the privacy of 
his or her home. 

One of the plaintiffs in the 
original lawsuit, Charlotte 
Taft, director of the Routh St. 
Women’s Clinic in Dallas, 
said the decision was long 
overdue and it was a major 
victory for gay Texans. 

“It’s way past time to sim¬ 
ply allow people ... to live our 
lives fully the way everyone 
else does,” she said. “At this 
point some of the legal barri¬ 
ers are falling. We still have a 
lot to do with the human bar¬ 
riers.” 

Taft also said she hopes or¬ 
ganizations, such as the Dal¬ 
las Police Department which 


has a policy against hiring 
gay officers, will change their 
ways. She said they have no 
excuse now. 

“I hope that those who are 
involved in our government 
will not waste another dollar 
of taxpayers’ money to fight 
the constitutional rights of 
any citizen,” she said. ▼

hundreds of thousands of 
mainstreamers. Many of them 
reacted just the way 
Buchanan wanted them to, by 
rushing out to vote against 
Bush. But some, certainly — a 
few hundred? a few thou¬ 
sand? — responded by quietly 
thinking “gee, that looks fun. 
I didn’t know anything like 
that existed. Maybe I should 
move out there and see what 
it’s all about.” (Yes, you 
should! You’ll love it!) 

It’s true that the ads “effec¬ 
tiveness” played off people’s 
homophobia, but it did this so 
blatantly that it almost 
boomeranged. Buchanan is 
unveiling the Republican’s 
fundamental homophobia in 
exactly the same way that 
David Duke is exposing their 
racism. (It is interesting to 


note that our governor recent¬ 
ly denounced Buchanan for 
racism and sexism — but NOT 
for homophobia.) Hank 
Plante of KPIX-TV, Channel 
5, did an excellent critical 
analysis of the ad. Marlon 
Riggs, director of the notori¬ 
ous film, had a guest editorial 
published in The New York 
Times, occasioned by the way 
Buchanan had bashed his 
movie. 

Given all these secondary 
gains, Buchanan scarcely 
ranks as Queer Public Enemy 
No. 1. Sure he’s a creep, but 
he’s fucking up the Republi¬ 
cans pretty bad and certainly 
none of us wish him ill — at 
least until after the primaries 
are over. 

Just for the record, all 
ACT UP chapters in the 
world have expressly de¬ 
nounced and rejected the use 
of violence. In practice, I’ve 
never heard any ACT UPer 
suggest or support harming 
anyone (though some find the 
bourgeois concern for damage 
to property irritating and ir¬ 
relevant). Morse swallowed 
this improbable slander be¬ 
cause it was craftily designed 
to play on homophobic as¬ 
sumptions. When you strip 
those away all that’s left is a 
transparent hoax, as flimsy 
and dishonest as Buchanan’s 
“Tongues Untied” ad itself. ▼

during his comments. 

Pelosi’s aide is researching 
whether there has been an in¬ 
crease in anti-gay incidents 
following the right-wing 
rhetoric of Helms and presi¬ 
dential candidate Patrick 
Buchanan. 

According to Kevin Gogin, 
coordinator of the school dis¬ 
trict’s support services pro¬ 
gram for lesbian and gay stu¬ 
dents, lesbian and gay stu¬ 
dents are at risk for substance 
abuse — as well as HIV infec¬ 
tion and sexually transmitted 
diseases. 

He said the use of the 
funds targeting gay and les¬ 
bian youth is within the 
guidelines of the CDRSC Act 
and that Helms is “on a dia¬ 
tribe about anything having 
to do with the word gay.” 

“It’s certainly not new,” 
San Francisco Supervisor Ca¬ 
role Migden said. “It’s a con¬ 
tinuing attack on the commu¬ 
nity that’s taking a new 
form.” 

“I despise Jesse Helms,” 
said Supervisor Roberta 
Achtenberg. “There are beau¬ 
tiful children in this land, 
who, among other things, are 
questioning their sexuality. 
That puts them at risk of 
drug addiction and the possi¬ 
bility of suicide. Maybe Jesse 
Helms doesn’t care about sav¬ 
ing the lives of these children, 
but we do.” ▼

Williams or Parks, either of 
whom would be the first 
African American chief in the 
department’s history. 

Though he is ranked No. 1 
on the list of finalists, 
Philadelphia’s Williams is 
considered by many to be a 
long shot, given the existing 
LAPD morale problem and 
the fact that he does not 
know Los Angeles. Others, 
however, think his “outsider” 
status gives him an advan¬ 
tage. 

Williams is the first black 
to head Philadelphia’s Police 
Department. He is “a knight 
in shining armor compared to 
(former Police Chief and May¬ 
or) Frank Rizzo,” according to 
staff reporter A1 Patrick at 
the Philadelphia Gay News. 
“Willie brought the police up 
from the days when they 
were mentally prepared to in¬ 
vade Cuba, as Rizzo so polite¬ 
ly put it.Because of his minor¬ 
ity status, Willie recognizes 
our fight for civil rights. He’s 


a man who you can work 
with — but he’s got a ways to 
go.” 

An initial take on Parks, 
another black, is that he is 
“fair and a no-nonsense cop.” 
He is said to have close ties 
with Mayor Bradley who usu¬ 
ally is good on lesbian and 
gay issues. Not much is 
known at all about Hunt, 
though a Los Angeles Times 
capsule profile says that he is 
an Irish-born police adminis¬ 
trator who “has been praised 
for trying to improve rela¬ 
tions with residents in some 
of the city’s most crime-rid¬ 
den neighborhoods.” 

Dotson only recently 
gained the attention of the 
lesbian and gay community 
during the Christopher Com¬ 
mission investigation into po¬ 
lice use of excessive of force. 
He was the highest-ranking 
LAPD officer to criticize 
Gates. 

All three of these con¬ 
tenders are now facing scruti¬ 
ny for improper conduct. 
Parks is accused of having in¬ 
terfered with an arrest of his 
daughter’s boyfriend. Dotson 
allegedly violated department 
rules by becoming romanti¬ 
cally involved with a subordi¬ 
nate. And Hunt allegedly held 
a man arrested on a rape 
charge even though detectives 
were convinced the man was 
innocent. 

As to the other candidates, 
not much is known about 
Kroeker, though as a “born 
again” Christian there is some 
anxiety that he may be part 
of “the Vernon crowd.” 

Levant, on the other hand, 
has been widely praised by 
various segments of the les¬ 
bian and gay community as 
being “sensitive on our is¬ 
sues.” However many gay ac¬ 
tivists felt Levant betrayed 
the community after the AB 
101 demonstration at the Cen¬ 
tury Plaza Hotel when, as the 
LAPD spokesperson, he gave 
the media what many consid¬ 
ered were false and mislead¬ 
ing reports. 

“He sold us out and people 
got hurt,” said one activist. 

The Police Commission 
will make its final selection 
by April 1. 

“I take Chief Gates at his 
word” that he will step down 
by then, Sheinbaum said. 

In the meantime more fall¬ 
out from the Rodney King 
beating continues. James 
Kolts was hired last 
December as special counsel 
to the L.A. Board of Supervi¬ 
sors to investigate why costs 
of payments for claims of ex¬ 
cessive force against the Sher¬ 
iffs Department have risen so 
dramatically in the past sever¬ 
al years. Kolts has been hold¬ 
ing a series of hearings, at 
which Coggan was invited to 
testify. A final report is due 


July 15. 

But the public’s eye has 
now turned to King’s lawsuit. 

The all-white jury of seven 
men and five women heard 
opening defense arguments 
that suggested that King owes 
the police his life because a 
Highway Patrol officer might 
have shot him if the cops had 
not subdued him first; that 
King brought on the beating 
by refusing to lie down; that 
the police were really operat¬ 
ing ‘by the book.” 

In trying to undermine the 
dramatic testimony of CHP 
officer Melanie Singer, which 
included a demonstration of 
the “power strokes” King re¬ 
ceived 56 times, an attorney 
for LAPD officer Laurence 
Powell questioned whether 
Singer was testifying from 
memory or from what she 
saw on repeated showings of 
the videotape. ▼

journal. 

Curtis approached an inde¬ 
pendent scientist, Dr. Robert 
Bohannon, and asked him to 
test the theory. Bohannon 
agreed but said March 6 that 
he had been unable to do that 
because the holder of the ear¬ 
ly polio vaccine has yet to re¬ 
lease samples to him. 

The theory is that the 
virus accidentally was trans¬ 
mitted to human beings from 
an unknowingly contaminat¬ 
ed polio vaccine manufac¬ 
tured at the Wistar Institute. 

Bohannon requested sam¬ 
ples from the institute more 
than three months ago so he 
could test them. 

“It’s just a theory. You do a 
theory and test it and see how 
it works,” he said. 

Bohannon said he wanted 
to test the polio vaccine sam¬ 
ples for a variety of monkey- 
borne viruses. He previously 
tested two small samples of 
vaccine obtained from a pub¬ 
lic health source in Chicago 
for a retrovirus called mon¬ 
key virus Type D that he 
identified earlier in an AIDS 
patient at the University of 
Texas M.D. Anderson Cancer 
Center. 

But the results were incon¬ 
clusive, he said, adding he did 
not have enough of the sam¬ 
ple to test the vaccine for HIV 
or simian immunodeficiency 
virus also. 

Tests for such viruses are 
done using a method called 
PCR, a technique that ampli¬ 
fies tiny genetic material so 
that it can be identified. 

Like the better known po¬ 
lio vaccines developed by 
Jonas Salk and Albert Sabin, 
Koprowski’s vaccine was 
grown in kidney tissued ob¬ 
tained from monkeys. 

SIV, a virus similar to the 
human immunodeficiency 
virus, has been found in mon¬ 
keys. 

The vaccine in question 
was used in mass trials in 
Africa where it was given to 
an estimated 325,000 people 
in Rwanda, Burundi and the 
former Belgian Congo, now 
Zaire, from 1957 through 
1960, Curtis said. 

Wistar officials said that 
while viruses similar to HIV 
have been found in monkeys, 
no one has identified a virus 
identical to the one found in 
humans. 

Wistar Director Giovanni 
Rovera said he was in the 
process of assembling a team 
of researchers to evaluate the 
theory presented in the 
Rolling Stone article.

O n March 4 the CBS 
sitcom “Murphy 
Brown” presented a 
humorous look at ho¬ 
mophobia. To judge by the 
number of calls GLAAD re¬ 
ceived about the episode, the 
show is very popular among 
lesbians and gay men. 

In the show, which is about 
the production of a network 
news show called “FYI,” regu¬ 
lar character Miles (the show’s 
producer) had a homoerotic 
dream involving the Washing¬ 
ton Monument and Rick, a 
new employee who happens 
to be gay. Miles went into a 
panic, consulting a series of 
therapists, because he was 
afraid the dream meant he 
might be gay. 

The other characters react¬ 
ed in different ways; Corky 
tried to arrange a date be¬ 
tween Miles and her gay 
priest, while Murphy tried to 
convince Miles that being gay 
doesn’t matter. Miles avoided 
Rick (the new gay employee), 
until finally Rick forced him 
to sit down and talk the prob¬ 
lem out. After a quick conver¬ 
sation, Miles admitted that he 
was attracted to women and 
not to men. Rick explained to 
him that this is hardly what 
makes a person gay, and Miles 
was finally able to relax. 

We’ve heard rumors that 
the “Murphy Brown” produc¬ 
ers were nervous about this 
funny and sensitive show. Let 
them hear from you by writ¬ 
ing or calling Diane English, 
Executive Producer, “Murphy 
Brown,” 4000 Warner Blvd., 
Burbank CA 91522, tel.

‘Editor and Publisher' 

The Feb. 22 issue of “Edi¬ 
tor and Publisher,” a magazine 
for publishers and advertisers, 
included a story headlined 
“Editors admit gay coverage 
needs improvement.” The arti¬ 
cle reported the findings of a 
recent survey of editors at 
small and large newspapers 
nationwide, conducted by two 
professors at Ohio University. 
The findings revealed that 60 
percent rated their paper’s 
coverage of lesbian and gay is¬ 
sues to be either “fair” or 
“poor.” Only 4 percent consid¬ 


ered their lesbian and gay cov¬ 
erage excellent. 

The surveyors also asked 
the editors some of the same 
questions asked lesbian and 
gay journalists in a 1990 sur¬ 
vey. Among the interesting 
results: while 68 percent of 
gay and lesbian journalists pre¬ 
fer the terms “gay and lesbian” 
to “homosexual,” only 36 per¬ 
cent of top editors had the 
same preference.

Rivera said he called for 
the study “in the interests of 
responsible scientific research 
and accurate reporting.” 

Koprowski is quoted in the 
article as saying that samples 
of the original vaccine are 
still preserved in freezers at 
Wistar. 

Lisa Dominici, a Wistar 
spokeswoman, said that if the 
specimens were located, sci¬ 
entists should be able to de¬ 
termine if they contained the 
AIDS virus. 

But she said most experts 
agreed it was highly unlikely 
that the AIDS epidemic orig¬ 
inated from a contaminated 
monkey kidney. 

“The article is highly spec¬ 
ulative and the overwhelming 
reaction from the scientific 
community is that it’s totally 
unreasonable,” Dominici said. 
“But that doesn’t mean we’re 
going to dismiss it. We plan 
to handle this in a responsible 
way.” 

Koprowski began work on 
his vaccine in 1946 as a re¬ 
searcher at the Lederle Labo¬ 
ratories in Pearl River, N.Y. 
He came to Philadelphia as 
director of The Wistar Insti¬ 


tute in lvp/. 

Koprowski’s vaccine was 
used to control epidemics of 
polio in the Belgian Congo, 
which now comprises Zaire, 
Rwanda and Burundi, and 
was later also used widely in 
Poland and Switzerland. 

At the height of the polio 
epidemic in the 1940s and 
’50s, more than 22,000 Amer¬ 
icans became afflicted each 
year. 

The Rolling Stone article 
focuses on efforts of Ko¬ 
prowski and other scientists 
to develop vaccines that pro¬ 
tected millions of people from 
the polio virus. 

The Wistar Institute, a 
biomedical research organiza¬ 
tion founded 100 years ago, is 
credited with pioneering an¬ 
tiviral vaccines for German 
measles and rabies vaccines.

S PEW 2 was a delicious 
mess, a sticky, perma¬ 
nent stain on gay and 
lesbian sensibility. 
Over 1,000 multi-labeled, 
self-defined queer participants 
gathered Leap Year weekend 
1992 at the LACE (Los Ange¬ 
les Contemporary Exhibi¬ 
tions), located smack dab in 
the middle of the industrial 
waste/sleazy/hoboland of 
downtown LA, to SPEW in 
the face of cultural repression 
and stereotyping. 

And spew they did, in an 
effort to generate a new, in¬ 
clusive identity that cele¬ 
brates the body as the final, 
sensual battlefield of pleasure 
— and to breathe life back into 
the printed word and image. 

As we approach the cultur¬ 
al meltdown at the dawning 
of the millennium, the copy 
.machine, the camcorder, the 
dat deck and the hand-held 
klieg light are the weapons of 
deconstruction and transgres¬ 
sive assault upon heterosexist 
tripe. SPEW 2 brought to¬ 
gether the shock troops of the 
new queer order to party, 
strategize and challenge what 
is known as gay and lesbian 
culture. Piss queens to the 


left, transgendered lesbian 
cross-dressers to the further 
left. If it was queer and weird, 
it was here. 

As my favorite dyke ’zine 
king, Rachel Pepper will re¬ 
port on the rags themselves in 
another section of this paper, 
I will concentrate on perfor¬ 
mances. 

In Search of Glamour 

Andy Warhol was right. 
Everyone is star in search of 
their 15 minuits of glamour 
and fame. 

SPEW 2 featured a few 
queer celeb scribes: co-orga- 
nizer Dennis Cooper; the Ad¬ 
vocate’s Adam Block (in a 
frenzy of acquisitional glee); 
and glamour stud Don Baird, 
wearing a skin-headed angel 
named Kurt like a permanent 
Prince Albert. The real stars, 
though, were the endless pa¬ 
rade of transgressive pinups 
who have yet to appear on 
Phil Donahue or Geraldo. 

Sissy Club, a one-nighter 
held in a makeshift, air-raid- 
shelterish bar off Hollywood 
Blvd., previewed the official 
talent line up.

DeAundra Peek, legendary 
white-trash cable TV star 
from Atlanta; Mayor Joan Jett 
Blakk, Chicago’s Mistress of 
Politics; Ben Is Dead cover 
girl, Rock Goddess and all- 
around sepia glamour puss 
Sean de Lear; the Chicago 
Bad Boy gang of vanguard 
q’ziners, including Thing’s 
Robert Ford and Trent Ad¬ 
kins; SPEW 1 organizer 
Steve Lafeniere; Homoture’s 
Fluffy Boy; and NYC Glen of 
the Glen and Brenda cable 
extravaganza.

There were some no- 
shows. Hole canceled. The 
group’s lead singer, Courtney 
Love, had managed to steal 
Nirvana’s Kurt Cobain away 
from his boy lover, had got¬ 
ten pregnant and the two had 
made the baby “legal” in 
Hawaii three days earlier. 

The much-anticipated Glue 
also copped out: Psychic TV 
had whisked the drummer to 
New York on a day’s notice 
(though Glue lead singer Sean 
de Lear did make a tri¬ 
umphant appearance doing 
his best to role model Miss 
Prissy from Gone With the 
Wind). 

Despite this, the night was

Money, Trade, 

Barter, Flesh 

Saturday, at 75-plus tables, 
q’zinesters sat displaying their 
mags, records, postcards, sex 
toys, fashion accessories and 
specialty baseball hats. Com¬ 
merce took on a variety of 
forms: money, trade, barter, 
flesh. The dyke ’zinesters 
gave periodic role-modeling 
lessons in transgressive sales 
pitching to the assembled 
queer boys and she-males. 

Performances were as 
vivid and varied and shocking 
as the inksters’ output. In full 
blazing sunlight, a gaggle of 
poets, fakirs, performance 
artists, drag queens, transgen¬ 
dered lypsynchers, musicians 
and monologists cast a spell 
of queer energy. By attacking 
the conventions of gay and 
lesbian art, this merry band 
of spewers challenged the def¬ 
inition of queerness. 

High points were the trans¬ 
gressive post-Catholic, Italian 
sex rage of Divinia Ingravallo; 
the Temple Goddess prosti¬ 
tuting of Scarlot Harlot; and 
the shyly bold poetry of de¬ 
sign-whiz Fluffy Boy.

Image Versus Reality

I t used to be that all the 
fags and dykes in the 
movies killed them¬ 
selves. Now, it seems, 
we kill other people. That’s 
some kind of progress, isn’t 
it? 

The most visible group 
protesting Basic Instinct, Car- 
olco Pictures’ $45-million 
thriller, calls itself Catherine 
Did It! Obviously, the name 
gives away the film’s ending, 
strips away whatever titilla- 
tion, suspense and ultimate 
shock may be in store for its 
viewers. It is a very clever 
tactic: to fight perceived 
stereotypes by exploiting the 
silly, phony, Hollywood con¬ 
vention of Who Done It? 

I have not seen the film, of 
course. Hardly anyone has. It 
is top secret, like the body 
count in the Persian Gulf War 
and the truth behind JFK’s as¬ 
sassination. Tossing fairness 
aside, here’s a brief outline of 
Basic Instinct’s story: Cather¬ 
ine, played by Sharon Stone, 
is a bisexual mystery writer, 
suspected of murdering a 
rock star. Michael Douglas is 
a San Francisco detective (fa¬ 
miliar territory) assigned to 
investigate. 

Two other women, Roxy 
and Beth, are also suspects. 
Roxy, I understand from 
Catherine Did It!, is a hard¬ 
core dyke with short hair and 
a leather jacket who, as a lit¬ 
tle girl, killed her brother. 
And Beth, according to the 
group, is a mousy, bisexual 
type. 

After much dialogue 
among the male characters 
about how dangerous women 
are, and, I’m sure, some rivet¬ 
ing plot developments, Dou¬ 
glas’ character rapes Beth and 
kills her and Roxy. 

All along, he’s romantically 
involved with Catherine, who, 
despite being bisexual, has 
beautiful blonde hair, all 


teased up and everything. Fi¬ 
nally, discovering an ice pick 
under her bed, Douglas sur¬ 
mises that, indeed, Catherine 
did it. Then she kills him. Or 
he kills her. Or whatever. 

Not exactly The Magnifi¬ 
cent Ambersons. 

Constant Protest 

When the production team 
came up to San Francisco last 
year to shoot, it was met with 
constant protest, controversy 
and even chastisement from a 
few city supervisors. 

Further complicating 
things for the producers and 
the gay press was Sentinel 
publisher Ray Chalker, when 
he permitted scenes to be 
shot in the Rawhide bar, 
which he co-owns. 

There is not really much 
division in the gay communi¬ 
ty regarding the ways in 
which we are continually in¬ 
sulted by media: it is obvious, 
and we don’t like it. There is, 
however, varied opinion 
about what constitutes fair 
representation, what images 
we would like to see, who 
should make these decisions, 
what methods of protest 
ought to be used. 

All lesbians and gay men 
do not have the same notion 
of what makes a good movie. 
All lesbians and gay men are 
not offended or pleased by 
the exact same images. 

So, the perspective and 
mission of Catherine Did It! 
has been controversial from 
the beginning. Queer Nation 
activists hounded the produc¬ 
tion team while it was in San 
Francisco, at times making it 
nearly impossible to shoot a 
street scene because of the 
noise. The prevailing senti¬ 
ment among queers who dis¬ 
approved of this whole 
hoopla seemed to be that ac¬ 
tivists were becoming cen¬ 
sors. 

The uncompromising view 
of protesters, embodied by 


Angelino Activists Are 
Back Into 'Instinct' Fray

HOLLYWOOD - The bat¬ 
tle between Tinseltown and 
its queers continues this 
week. But how much of it the 
major press will allow to be 
heard remains in question. 
During the last round, you’ll 
recall, valid protest against 
the script of Basic Instinct 
evolved into a debate over 
“censorship” — as in shouldn’t 
those homos know better 
than to abridge free speech? 
Or, Carolco Pix Stix Dix to 
Queerniks. 

Angeleno activists are 
ready to step again into the 
fray. Their logic is not faulty. 
Judy Cisneros, of Queer Na¬ 
tion LA’s Hollywood Homo¬ 
phobia working group, re¬ 
peats that we need “queer vis¬ 
ibility and AIDS visibility. 
We all know so many people 
with AIDS whose stories 
would make great movies, 
such as prisoners, women 
with AIDS, injection drug 
users and people living on the 
streets infected, immigrants 
having to deal with HIV as 
well.” 

Instead, on the rare occa¬ 
sion we do see someone with 


AIDS on film, “it’s just anoth¬ 
er Hollywood melodrama” 
about the dying, like the old 
days when any gay character 
had to be dead by picture’s 
end. 

Forbidden Thoughts 

As for Basic Instinct, 
QNLA member Patt Riese 
says, “Making the killer a 
queer spices up the plot. A 
public insecure about sex can 
relate to a straight hero’s 
heavy sexual anxiety. Then a 
scene with a queer is added 
to beef up his heterosexuality, 
while providing an outlet for 
their forbidden thoughts.” 

It remains to be seen if the 
activists can avoid being cast 
again into the roles of fanatics 
and censors. Maybe irre¬ 
sistible visuals could replace 
rhetoric? Like two dykes in 
drag who arrive as James 
Dean and Sal Mineo, back 
from the dead as avatars of 
the cinema love that could 
never say its name, or two 
queens arm in arm as Mar¬ 
lene and Greta, voicing com¬ 
plaints about the very real 
closets that Hollywood im¬ 
posed, and still does. ▼ 



the Catherine Did It! cam¬ 
paign, has been anger at yet 
another Hollywood product 
that exploits people and the 
belief that Basic Instinct is 
not merely offensive; it is dan¬ 
gerous. 

“There is a connection be¬ 
tween media images and real 
violence,” I was told by Jen¬ 
nifer Morris, who is one of 
several spokespeople for 
Catherine Did It! “At this 
point, we’re urging a boycott 
of Basic Instinct rather than 
protests at theatres, because 
protesting will just call more 
attention to the film. We’re 
trying to inform people of the 
movie’s damaging stereo¬ 
types. All the women in the 
film are bisexual, and all have 


killed someone. It presents 
these images of crazed dykes 
killing men. There are also 
racist stereotypes: all the ser¬ 
vants are Latino.” 

In outrage and frustration, 
I side with Catherine Did It! 
But I find myself continually 
muddled over the idea of pre¬ 
scribing what kinds of images 
— positive or negative — can 
be expressed. If I write novels 
or plays, or make films, or 
paint pictures, am I com¬ 
pelled to present some 
agreed-upon positive image of 
my lesbian or gay characters? 
And am I supposed to be 
placing the representation of 
characters first? Also, judging 
art only in regard to its han¬ 
dling of lesbian and gay mate-

rial is limiting, boring. 

Pure Male Fantasy 

Another Catherine Did It! 
spokesperson, Annette Gaudi- 
no, understands and even 
shares my ambivalence, but 
says the point her group is 
making is about the imbal¬ 
ance of the representation in 
Hollywood movies: “I don’t 
even care about the 
positive/negative issue. There 
are no lesbians or bisexuals in 
Basic Instinct. There aren’t 
even any women! This is 
pure, straight male fantasy.” 

Accusing Catherine Did It! 
of censorship is powerful and 
threatening, as censorship has 
been the most insidious tool

Beware the Sodomite 


but it’s all ladled on with a bit 
of a dilettante’s touch: a little 
Zoot Suit “riots” of the ’40s 
here, a pinch of mindless, con¬ 
temporary East LA gang war¬ 
fare there. 

Olmos’ screen presence 
adds only a sullen predictabil¬ 
ity to this humorless, issue-of- 
the-week material. In uninten¬ 
tionally hilarious moments — 
the only such diversions in 
the movie — his character San¬ 
tana narrates, via a series of 
embarrassingly inane rhymed 
couplets (of an “I shot an ar¬ 
row into the air” complexity), 
the unfolding dreary events. 
This moronic conceit typifies 
the film’s ineptitude. 

Crime Doesn't Pay 

Santana does a 20-year 
stretch and emerges from 
prison as a minor league 
Scarface of the barrios. Crime 
certainly doesn’t pay as none 
of the hauls from endless 
drug deals seem to material¬ 
ize in any tangible happiness, 
much less any cash. 

Olmos the director has ob¬ 
viously seen (though not un¬ 
derstood) a variety of classic 
films. The Godfather’s cli¬ 
mactic ploy of intercutting 
three separate but comple¬ 
mentary scenes of violence 
and retribution receives rote 
repetition here. Worse yet is 
the cynical rip-off of Hitch¬ 
cock’s celebrated montage in 
Sabotage, in which a charac¬ 
ter bursts into tears in grief 
over a slain brother during a 
cartoon show at a movie the¬ 
atre while all around only 
ironic laughter registers in 
contrast. 

Demeaning to Gays 

Shoddy cinematic flailings 
can be forgiven. But a popular 
entertainment (ha!) that fea¬ 
tures not one, but two, in¬ 
credibly violent and offensive 
male-male rape scenes is in¬ 
defensibly demeaning to all 
gays. And you can be sure 
there’s no counterbalancing 
gay character outside the jail. 

When our hero Santana is 
a lad in juvenile prison, he’s

A merican Me, an Ed¬ 
ward James Olmos 
treatise against 
sodomy, is soooo 
bad one hardly knows what 
to say. It’s an appalling mess, 
with an incoherent script and 
pathetic dialogue. As for the 
visuals, American Me is as 
underlit as it is underthought. 
And, as for its sexual politics, 

I doubt if even Basic Instinct 
will approach this film’s ram¬ 
pant homophobia. 

Olmos’ “kitchen sink 
school” effort depicts the un¬ 
raveling of the Chicano male. 
I’m sure some will mistake 
the film’s “depressing” stream 
of events for profundity. 
What’s saddening about this 
bilge are its negligent, woebe¬ 
gone stabs at seriousness and 
its horrific, if typical, treat¬ 
ment of male-male sexuality. 

American Me incompe¬ 
tently attempts to reconstruct 
the past 50 years of oppres¬ 
sion for Mexican-Americans,

attacked at knifepoint by a 
teenage sodomite with the 
line (for the benefit of any 
blind people who have wan¬ 
dered into the theatre), “Don’t 
tell nobody or there’ll be shit 
on my knife instead of my 
dick.” 

Santana later on jumps his 
assailant and stabs him to 
death while onlooking in¬ 
mates shout their approval. 
The next bit of voice-over 
narration informs us that San¬ 
tana has now earned every¬ 
one’s respect for killing this 
anal assailant. 

I agree that rape is a horri¬ 
ble violent crime that de¬ 
serves punishment. But 
though the film professes to 
abhor the cycle of crime and 
mayhem that poverty engen¬ 
ders, here it’s OK to kill off 
any distorter (the film’s word) 
of heterosexuality. 

After his big-house term — 


and many vile killings by his 
hand — Santana meets a love¬ 
ly Hispanic woman, Julie. He 
courts her. She teaches him 
how to drive and dance. Be¬ 
cause of his prison stint, he 
also doesn’t really know 
where to put his prick with a 
woman. So he sodomizes and 
rapes her. (She doesn’t like it, 
but still continues to date 
him, an irony of plot that 
seems to have escaped the 
filmmakers.) 

Sexuality Compared 

Their initially tender love- 
making is intercut with anoth¬ 
er male-male rape featuring 
Santana’s buddies back in the 
pen. As Santana and Julie fon¬ 
dle and caress in foreplay, the 
boys collar an unwilling vic¬ 
tim, brutally truss him, flick a 
Bowie knife at his neck, gang 
bang him and conclude with 
maniacal thrusts at his anus 
with a butcher knife. 

Nothing in Cruising is 
even as remotely savage as 
what goes on in American 
Me. And there’s really no 
point to this second scene — 
we’ve already seen that male 
rape occurs in prison — other 
than to contrast “normal,” af¬ 
fectionate heterosexuality 
with the homicidal, terror¬ 
laden mechanics of homosex¬ 
uality. 

The upshot of this mon¬ 
tage is that anal sex even be¬ 
tween a man and a woman is 
bad. Santana has been “per¬ 
verted” so long, thanks to the 
rules of the game in prison, 
that he can’t even make love 
to a woman without resorting

to what the filmmakers per¬ 
ceive to be the demeaning 
bestiality of sodomy. As San¬ 
tana ravages Maria this way, 
Olmos intercuts between her 
protests and this second male 
rape, in which this time the 
victim gets impaled, not the 
perpetrator as earlier. 

GLAAD should check out 
this film, in which every act 
of sex between men ends in 
death, in which anal sex is 
equated only with murder 
and rape. Who distributed 
this film? Pat Buchanan? (No, 
Universal.) ▼

used against lesbians and gay 
men, in publishing, in 
academia, in media. 

Says Morris, “Hollywood 
does the censoring. We don’t 
have the power to censor. 
Our actions are an investment 
in democracy.” 

Indeed, it is ridiculous to 
label the Queer Nation 
protests a form of censorship. 
The protests are a response. 
They constitute an attempt to 
inform inc public, gay and 
straight, about the ways in 
which these stereotypes de¬ 
grade people, potentially facil¬ 
itate violence, and perpetuate 
myths. 

Challenging homophobia, 
whether observed in a politi¬ 
cian’s speech, a school text¬ 


book or in media product, is 
not censoring anyone. The is¬ 
sues of representation are 
more significant than one 
movie, or even than debate 
about positive or negative 
role models. This issue has 
to uu with a lunuamental 
choice which gay people face 
every day: whether to speak 
or be silent. 

Fried Green Tomatoes of¬ 
fers audiences some wonder¬ 
ful, warm, appealing lesbians; 
the only problem is, the fact 
that they’re lesbians is erased. 
Naked Lunch gives us por¬ 
traits of the main players — 
extraordinary artists — in the 
literary scene in Tangier in 
the 1950s and manages, some¬ 
how, to make Jane and Paul 
Bowles straight. 

One puzzle is: What kinds 
of characters would we like 
to see on screen? I’m the type 
who’s never satisfied. I am ap¬ 
palled at ax-wielding dykes 
and frightened, pathetic fags, 


but I’m not exactly anxious to 
see Hollywood’s conciliatory 
presentation of gay people as 
“normal” or “acceptable” ei¬ 
ther. 

Somehow, I think, lesbians 
and gay men would like to 
see characters who are real, 
full, complex, whose gayness 
informs them, rather than de¬ 
scribes them. My view is that 
looking to Hollywood for 
evocative, resonant, moving 
portrayals of gay people at 
this time is like going to the 
hardware store to buy quiche. 

But, don’t misunderstand 
the aim of the protest — it is 
not to prevent artists, writers, 
actors, or even big, boring, 
greedy Hollywood studios, 
from making their movies. 
The real aim of making noise 
is to be heard. And, frankly, 
refusing to buy movie tickets 
has been, historically, an ex¬ 
tremely effective way to be 
heard. ▼ 
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Double Lives 

Festival Films Reflect on the Duality 
Of Asian American Experience 

by Mark Freeman and Kenneth Regis White 


A few weeks ago, the 
two of us attended 
preview screenings 
for the upcoming 
Asian American International 
Film Showcase. The films in¬ 
spired the jottings below. 

Mark Freeman: I am a 
third generation Euro/Near 
Asian-American (Jewish), 
raised in California far 
enough from the experience 
of immigration to find it fasci¬ 
nating. 

Despite my better judg¬ 
ment, I love Barbra Strei¬ 
sand’s films. They chronicle a 
century of Jewish-American 
life; as Yentl and Fanny 
“Funny Girl” Brice, as she 
makes the recurrent mistake 
of falling for Gentiles — Red- 
ford in The Way We Were 
and Nolte in Prince of Tides. 

It’s lucky those films are 
there, because as a JAFI can’t 
go home again. The Nazi 
killing machine took care of 
my ancestral terrain. And the 
last time I was on cultural 
homeground (the Lower East 
Side, Manhattan) the best 
kosher dairy was set to re¬ 
open as a Chinese restaurant. 

Kenneth Regis White: If 
Mark’s cultural homeground 
is on the Lower East Side, 
mine is on the SF/Daly City 
BART line, metaphorically 
moving back and forth be¬ 
tween the white American so¬ 
ciety of my father’s side and 
the transplanted Filipino cul¬ 
ture on my mother’s. 

Do you remember the 
protests in the U.S. last year 
about Miss Saigon? I was in 
the Philippines when it was 
announced that a Filipina had 
won the Tony Award for Best 
Actress. Local television sta¬ 
tions continuously broadcast 
thanks to her for proving that 
Filipinos are “as good as ev-

erybody else” — though the 
happy news was broadcast in 
English. 

MF: Opening the Asian 
American festival is Trou¬ 
bled Paradise, a lush look at 
Native Hawaiian oppression, 
cultural resistance and envi¬ 
ronmental action. The Pele 
Defense Fund invokes the 
volcano goddess in its fight 
against a mainland geother¬ 
mal company drilling into the 
sacred mountain on the Big 
Island. 

To lovely slack-key guitar 
tunings of Dean Kaahunui we 
hear local philosopher Skippy 
Ioane describe his cultural 
identity: “To be an American 
you had to have left a place to 
find a better life — for the 


Hawaiian it’s just the oppo¬ 
site.” 

Young girls (whose hair 
and features prove mixed 
blends of Chinese, Filipino, 
Japanese and Missionary 
blood along with the Hawai¬ 
ian) are learning hula along 
with a sense of Aloha Aina, 
love for this land that once 
honored “400,000 gods.” 

'Don't Worry, Be Happa' 

KRW: Especially exciting 
for me was the program titled 
“Don’t Worry, Be Happa.” 
This is from the Hawaiian 
phrase “happa Haole,” mean¬ 
ing half-white; in the Philip¬ 
pines such people are called 
mestiso. Representations of 
Asians in the media are usual¬ 
ly stereotypes, but they exist. 
Images of mixed-heritage peo¬ 
ple are virtually nonexistent. 

On the “Don’t Worry Be 
Happa” bill is Paul Mayeda 
Berges’ (he is of Japan- 
ese/French descent) multilay¬ 
ered En Ryo Identity Text 
(“Wild tongues can’t be 
tamed, they can only be cut 
out”), music (from Public En¬ 
emy among other sources), 
movie clips (from films such 
as Hiroshima Mon Amour) 
and electronically enhanced 
imagery are intercut with an 
interview of his Japanese 
grandmother! 

She was interned in a Cal¬ 
ifornia prison camp during 
World War II, but claims nev¬ 
er to have experienced 
racism. In her language, “en 
ryo” means passive, dishon¬ 
estly polite, held back. Maye- 
da’s intense exploration chal¬ 
lenges Asian Americans to 
break out of en ryo, to create 
their own self-imagery. I 
loved its angry intelligence. 

Lawrence Kip Fulbeck’s 
Banana Split, on the same 
program as En Ryo Identity, 
deals with the complex iden¬ 
tity issues of happa-hood even 
more directly. A fast series of 
25 entertaining stories trace 
his coming to terms with a 
double identity. 

The film begins and ends 
with the question, what do 
you check on the ethnicity 
box? Answer: Chinese. Objec¬ 
tion: But you’re half white. 
Emphatically: I’m not white. 
So what is he? A fast-talking, 
ironic, highly sexual So Cal 
kinda dude, an Amerasian 
porno version of Woody 
Allen. 

Filipino Dreamin' 

MF: Is there anything fun¬ 
ny about the dire economic 
fact that semi-professional la¬ 
bor is the Philippines’ largest 
export? Manny Reyes’ 52- 
minute film Dreaming Fil¬ 
ipinos proves there is. It is a 
picaresque flick — in the tradi¬ 
tion of Kidlat Tahimik with 
the politics of the late Lino 
Brocka — that chases the aspi¬ 
rations of a young man in 
Manila who must pass a 
course on the topic “What’s 
Wrong With the Filipino?” if 
he wants to get a ticket to the 
U.S. from his folks. 

Along the route of this 
satire he: takes orders for 
Calvin Klein underwear from 
his grandfather; accepts a 
photo of the Marcoses but 
places it behind his hamster 
cage; gets lured by an uncle’s

loose girlfriend into being an dance” (in Tagalog “sing” and 
escort if he “only likes to “dance” refer to French and 



Greek sexual inclinations). 

His “victory” is to arrive in 
San Francisco, work for “Mr. 
Toilet” and eat canned Spam 
at the end of Rizal St. And 
maybe hang out at the End- 
Up? 

A female side of the Fil¬ 
ipino reality is explored by 
Rachel Rivera and Michele 
Zaccheo in Sin City Diary. 
Here the “dream of the Amer¬ 
ican rescue” comes down to 
what bargirls can get from 
any of the 12,000 American 
servicemen who would arrive 
regularly at Olongapo for so- 
called rest and recreation. 

The reality is shown in 
three interviews: curly- 
permed Glenda’s hard, bitter 
experience; Juliet’s half-Afro- 
American baby; “Josephine’s” 
tale, told near a statue of the 
Virgin, of how she became 
HIV-positive. 

Moments of Recognition 

MF & KRW: Sitting in 
the Japantown mini-mall, we 
are surprised by the New 
York accents of two women 
on the next bench, loud 
enough to overhear. A smile 
of shared understanding pass¬ 
es between us. For these yen- 
fas in their Oriental setting 
could be Jewish aunts of one 
of the reviewers (playing 
Mahjohng), or Filipina aunties 
of the other (also at 
Mahjohng). 

It is one of those moments 
— of recognition, just like in 
the movies. Sure, we look to 
film as a way to escape, to get 
excited, to be entertained. But 
beyond that quest is some¬ 
thing more evanescent, yet 
more real. Truly, we go to see 
ourselves as we are, and to 
imagine ourselves as we be-

Gonzales is bad. Pederson 
is good. Much later, Peder¬ 
son and Gonzales broke up. 
Hearing that Gonzales was 
still out fucking “young girls,” 
Pederson phoned the District 
Attorney and the man was 
convicted of assault. 

There were other guests 
with similar stories of “be¬ 
trayal” and a bizarre inter¬ 
view with a prison inmate 
with AIDS named Greg 
Smith, who was convicted of 
attempted murder for biting a 
prison guard. He is serving 25 
additional years for this 
crime, despite the fact that 
you can’t get AIDS through 
being bitten by someone with 
AIDS. 

I do agree that people who 
are HIV positive should dis¬ 
close that fact and should 
practice safe sex; many don’t 
though, or can’t, for a variety 
of reasons. I also believe that 
HIV-positive people who, due 
to whatever unfathomable bit¬ 
terness and rage, set out to 
infect others, are wrong. 

However, this scenario in 
no way describes the usual 
experience with AIDS. What 
was infuriating and insulting 
about this Geraldo spectacle 
was the tone, the language. 
Unaddressed throughout this 
ill-informed program was that 
whatever judgment one 
would make about the re¬ 
sponsibility of a person with 
AIDS to a partner, the crucial 
responsibility rests with each 
person to protect him or her¬ 
self. Don’t forget, most people 
who are infected with HIV do 
not even know they are, so 
disclosure is really not even 
effective. Our AIDS educators 
and researchers are telling the 
country that HIV infection is 
preventable; Geraldo is still 
warning us to watch who we 
sleep with. 

Geraldo: “Do you hate the

start with a federal govern¬ 
ment which withholds pre¬ 
cisely the kind of information 
that would have helped Brid¬ 
gette, might even have helped 
her boyfriend. 

Among other weaknesses 
in the media presentation of 
AIDS is a tragic lack of his¬ 
torical perspective. Sex, you 
know, has always involved 
risk. Health risk — even risk 
of death until this century — 
the risk of unwanted pregnan¬ 
cy, legal risks, emotional 
risks. 

Geraldo, as usual, relied on 
fear and righteousness, and 
kept the valuable information 
out. He gave us AIDS as pun¬ 
ishment, as weapon; men as 
pigs, women as sluts. While 
watching this show, I was 
mostly furious, traumatized to 
see how despised I am be¬ 
cause I have AIDS. 

I fantasize what kind of 
show this might have been. 
About people who did not in¬ 
sist on safer sex practices. Or 
about people with HIV who 
are so frightened, in so much 
denial, that they cannot bring 
themselves to admit their 
HIV status. Or about all of 
the forces which prevent com¬ 
munities from placing peo¬ 
ple’s health ahead of ignorant 
visions of sexuality and ideal¬ 
ized moral standards. 

AIDS presents an opportu¬ 
nity for society to mature 
about sexuality, to face its va¬ 
riety, taboos, myths, its nature 
and our relationship to it. To 
look at how people really are. 


some kind of wave of inten¬ 
tional infection. Hysteria, sen¬ 
timentality and fear presented 
as fact. And a vision of people 
with AIDS as divided: evil en¬ 
emies and innocent victims. 
Lovely Bridgette thinks 
“they” should be all put away 
on Alcatraz. (Magic Johnson 
can organize the Alcatraz bas¬ 
ketball team.) 

Impulse to Blame 

The most ominous aspect 
of this approach to the com¬ 
plex issues of AIDS is the im¬ 
pulse to blame. The panel 
members blame, Geraldo 
blames. 

But blaming inevitably ob¬ 
scures finding real solutions. 
Crucial questions were not 
asked: Why didn’t Bridgette 
insist on protecting herself 
against HIV and other sexual¬ 
ly transmitted diseases? If she 
did not know enough to, why 
not? If she did not care 
enough about herself to do so, 
maybe those issues ought to 
be addressed. What were the 
resources in her school and 
community? 

But it is also useless and 
wrong to blame Bridgette, or 
our other misguided national 
AIDS “victim,” Kimberly 
Bergalis. I can’t resent indi¬ 
viduals who feel angry at the 
person they believe infected 
them with HIV. That’s natu¬ 
ral, I suppose. But the urgent 
message for the public, espe¬ 
cially for kids, is about taking 
responsibility for one’s self. 
And, not to beat a long-dead, 
by now rotting horse: if there 
is someone to blame, let’s 


guy, Bridgette? ... I hate 
him.” And then we break for 
a commercial. 

Look What He Did to Her 

Later, when it is revealed 
that Gonzales’ sentence was 
some months in prison and 
an outrageously strict five- 
year probation, Geraldo 
turned to his audience and 
said, “Look what he did to 
her! Is that sentence good 
enough?” 

As one, they shouted: 
“No.” 

“Say it louder,” Geraldo 
implored. 

“No!” 

Now I understand how 
apt a description the phrase 
“AIDS hysteria” is. Indeed, 
America is truly hysterical — 
it should be slapped. Six 
months ago, the issue was 
doctors infecting patients, and 
we were ready to pass laws; 
that particular panic has sub¬ 
sided. Presently, we are mor¬ 
bidly intrigued with people 
with AIDS as evil, with HIV 
as a weapon. 

The show was set up as an 
expose, as though there is

T he significance of ra¬ 
dio and TV talk 
shows cannot be over¬ 
stated: they serve as 
our modern circus, our polit¬ 
ical platform, our pulpit.

She 
hooked up in 1988 with a guy 
named Albert Gonzales.

were “intimate,” as Geraldo 
discreetly declared. They did 
not have safe sex because, ac¬ 
cording to Pederson, Gonza¬ 
les did not want to. The cou¬ 
ple was together for 2 1 /2 
years, and in 1990, Pederson 
tested positive for HIV. 

Pederson subsequently dis¬ 
covered that Gonzales had 
known he was HIV positive 
and had not told her. From 
this point on in the discus¬ 
sion, Gonzales is referred to 
as a murderer, an assassin.

Simple Gifts

T he last few weeks at 
Davies Hall have been 
marked by small-scale 
concerts that proved 
less can be just as rewarding 
as more; chamber works fit 
the dry acoustics nicely. The 
musical performances have 
been variable, but that 
shouldn’t deter the San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony from at¬ 
tempting similar programs 
again. 

Guest conductor Sylvain 
Cambreling made his San 
Francisco debut with guitar 
virtuoso Christopher Parken- 
ing in an evening of Mozart, 
Haydn, Stravinsky and 
William Walton. As principal 
guest conductor of Pierre 
Boulez’s Ensemble Intercon- 
temporain in Paris, Cambrel¬ 
ing brings an impressive re¬ 
sume for modern scores, 
though nothing in his job title 
as Music Director of the Bel¬ 
gian National Opera suggests 
a particular affinity for classi¬ 
cal symphonies. 

The recent concerts did lit¬ 


tle to illuminate Monsieur 
Cambreling’s choice of reper¬ 
toire — the Haydn and Mozart 
symphonies that acted as 
book ends for the slightly 
overlong performances were 
dutifully rendered, but lacked 
the crackling precision and 
rhythmic elan necessary to 
spring into full life. It was left 
to Mr. Parkening to concen¬ 
trate energy and grace into 
Vivaldi’s delightful Guitar 
Concerto in D major. 

The aristocratically hand¬ 
some and assured master pro¬ 
vided a bit more romantic fer¬ 
vor than the music requires, 
but the concise little work 
skipped along beautifully and 
Parkening’s poised account of 
the lovely central Largo was, 
alone, worth the price of ad¬ 
mission. 

Charming Bagatelles 

Lady Walton was original¬ 
ly expected to be here for the 
world premiere performances 
of her late husband’s Five 
Bagatelles for Guitar and Or¬ 
chestra, but she could not at¬ 
tend because of celebrations

in England for his 90th birth¬ 
day. She did send a gracious 
message, included in the pro¬ 
gram book, commending 
Christopher Parkening and 
the San Francisco Symphony 
on the debut of the most re¬ 
cent incarnation of Walton’s 
work. 

The charming bagatelles 
began life as a suite for solo 
guitar, proving to be such per¬ 
sonal favorites of the compos¬ 
er that he recast them into a 
larger framework, the Varii 
Capricci for full orchestra. 
Patrick Russ welded both 
works into their present form 



— the guitar playing a concer- 
tante role with Walton’s orig¬ 
inal orchestration virtually 
unchanged. 

This was the undoubted 
highlight of the evening and a 
real crowd pleaser; Walton’s 
tangy melodies were perfectly 
conveyed by Parkening and 
the enthusiastic orchestra 
members. Since the evening 
was running long, the Vivaldi 
or Stravinsky’s neoclassical 
Dumbarton Oaks (Concerto 
in E-flat major for Chamber 
Orchestra) should have been 
dropped. Still, the program 
looked so good on paper, and 
while the Stravinsky received 
only a tepid run-through, it fit 
well into a cleverly designed 
showcase for mid-sized 
works. 

Parkening is a great local 
favorite and will undoubtedly 
return, even if union stric¬ 
tures on the musician’s time 
precluded an encore that 
evening. Cambreling will 
-hopefully command better 
playing and players (first 
chairs were away for the Wet 
Ink series) next time. His de¬ 
but showed a gift for pro¬ 
gramming, but little flair on 
the podium. 

Less Than Perfect 

Last week also found or-

chestra members in less than 
perfect form for the Bach fes¬ 
tival and conductor Nicholas 
McGegan. A baroque special¬ 
ist and well-known for his 
recordings on Harmonia Mun- 
di USA, McGegan has been 
music director of San Francis¬ 
co’s Philharmonia Baroque 
since 1985. Born in England 
and trained at Oxford and 
Cambridge as a musicologist 
and performer, he has lived 
and worked in the states for 
15 years. 

His assignment was filled 
admirably on the night I at-

Classy Bobby

O ver the phone a few 
days before his re¬ 
cent performance at 
Moraga’s Rheem 
Theatre, Bobby Caldwell is 
more excited about his im¬ 
pending concert tour than be¬ 
cause his latest album, Stuck 
on You, has been garnering 
both critical praise and im¬ 
pressive sales. 

Then he lets us in on the 
secret. In Japan, where Cald¬ 
well has neared legendary sta¬ 
tus, the album was released 
six months ago and has al¬ 
ready sold upwards of a mil¬ 
lion copies. So, for the man 
who is affectionately known 
as The Cat in the Hat, the al¬ 
bum is, well, old hat. 

Caldwell says that the Big 
Band flair to the album’s de¬ 
but, title-track single reflects 
his youth. 

“My parents were show 
business parents, always on 
and off Broadway. And I 
grew up around the great 
stuff. Count Basie, Frank 
Sinatra, Ella Fitzgerald. I was 
always surrounded by music 
like that. For a long time as a 
child I was this frustrated 
shower singer who fancied 
himself as being a Sinatra or 
Bennett. This was at the age 
of four!” 

That initial influence, 
along with his parents’ insis¬ 
tence that he take piano 
lessons eventually culminated 
in the 1979 international 
smash hit single, “What You 
Won’t Do for Love,” which 
countless artists have since 
covered. 

The second single off 
Stuck on You, “Don’t Lead 
Me On,” is speeding up a 
number of charts. The song 
has all the familiar pop hooks 
and velvety rhythms for 
which Caldwell is known. 

Broadening His Base 

Caldwell ventures forth for 
the first time into social com¬ 
mentary with the singles 
“Promised Land” and “Every 


Man.” 

“All I wanted to do with 
the new album,” Caldwell 
says, “is broaden my base and 
my audience. I always consci¬ 
entiously try not to ignore the 
people that have identified 
with me. I’m thankful for the 
ones who go out to buy my 
album’s with the precon¬ 
ceived notion of what to ex¬ 
pect, and I don’t want to deny 
those people ... they’re my 
bread and butter. ‘Promised 
Land’ and ‘Every Man’ are 
nothing more than my obser¬ 
vations on what’s going on to¬ 
day. They come after years 
of hearing people say to me, 
‘Gee Bobby, are you ever 
gonna do something other 
than get your heart broken?’ ” 

Janet Jackson's a Fan 

Asked if any surprises had 
come his way during his ca¬ 
reer, Caldwell seems at first 
caught off guard, but then 
tells about finding out that 
Janet Jackson is one of his 
most avid fans. 

“Unbeknownst to me, she’s 
been a hardcore fan for the 
last four years and has been 
coming to my concerts incog¬ 
nito. She finally broke down 
and called my office in Los 
Angeles and notified them 
that she would be coming to 
the show that evening. She 
asked would I be her guest 
that evening to stay at her 


home in Rancho Mirage. So 
we spent the night together 
and it was great.” 

Is a possible collaboration 
between the two in the mak¬ 
ing? 

“It could be. In fact, I 
think it’s in the back of her 
mind somewhere. Even 
though it wasn’t a topic of 
conversation, Janet’s that way. 
Real shy. She wouldn’t come 
right out and bring something 
like that up, but it could be 
that something like that is in 
the cards for us.” 

You read it here first, 
folks. 

¥ ¥ * 

At his Rheem Theatre con¬ 
cert Caldwell barely got a few 
bars of each song off before 
being showered with thunder¬ 
ous applause. Caldwell re¬ 
turned their love and appreci¬ 
ation when, after the house 
lights came up, he did some¬ 
thing that we can’t remember 
ever seeing a star of his 
stature do. The singer sat on 
the edge of the stage and took 
the time to shake hands, chat 
and pose for pictures with ev¬ 
ery fan who wanted to meet 
him. 

The line stretched the 
length of the theatre. Waiting 
in the wings, one could see 
how tired Caldwell was, but 
he stayed until he’d met each 
fan. This man has real class.

immense, and delectable, 
scandal! 

Although anticipating a 
strong reaction, the editors of 
Spy seemed surprised by the 
sensation caused by the pho¬ 
to. In a phone conversation, 
Spy Editorial Assistant Gina 
Duclayan reported an unusu¬ 
ally high incident of coverage 
throughout the country on lo¬ 
cal newscasts and “lots” of 
out-of-the-country requests for 
copies. 

And although it’s too early 
for unusual sales figures to be 
confirmed, General Manager 
Geoffrey Reiss said, “I literal¬ 
ly got calls from around the 
world and more reorder re¬ 
quests from wholesalers than 
we can fill.” 

Yet more significant than 
the public’s frenzy over 
Arnold’s penis is the reason 
the photo was run: as punish¬ 
ment. Arnold, who aspires 
to run for the Senate, has 
been unusually manipulative 
of the media. 

Building a power-wielding 
publicity machine, Arnold has 
been re-creating his biogra¬ 
phy and buying respectability. 
He’s been hiding his history 
and his personal habits to pro¬ 


mote an all-American image — 
he’s distanced himself from 
Nazi connections; denied, de¬ 
spite contrary evidence, both 
steroid use and homosexual 
hustling during his bodybuild¬ 
ing years; and tried to sup¬ 
press photographs taken by 
gay millionaire playboy Paco 
Arce which show Arnold in 
tight undies and ones in 
which he’s smoking big phal¬ 
lic cigars (he is, after all, head 
of the President’s Council on 
Physical Fitness). 

But after cataloging 
Arnold’s power over the 
press, how does Spy humble 
him? By exposing the great¬ 
est shame of any red-blooded 
American: his penis. 

Now, you’d think that 
Arnold could say, “Pig Deel.” 
But a penis in America is not 
to be shrugged off. It’s not 
just that the crux of Arnold’s 
allure may have been dis¬ 
pelled. Says Geoff Nasey of 
Spy, “It reflects our society’s 
general hang-up toward male 
genitalia.” 

Americans have an incred¬ 
ible love/hate relationship 
with cock. Surrounded by 
glorifying images of cock, 
they are nonetheless terrified 
by it — you wonder if Pat 
Buchanan or Jesse Helms 
touch theirs even when they 
pee. 

Americans worship the im¬ 
plied power of cock; advertis¬ 
ing shows us cock can fulfill 


our every physical and emo¬ 
tional need. 

Yet all those stars who 
strut that stuff up on stage 
wouldn’t dare actually show 
it. It’s sad that the revelation 
that one has a cock is a pun¬ 
ishment. Yep, Americans are 
scared stiff of cock. 

Virulent Fear 

This fear is implanted ear¬ 
ly on — why do kids call each 
other “dickhead”? This fear 
is lifelong and, under a Re¬ 
publican administration, espe¬ 
cially virulent: it has fueled 
political fights over the Na¬ 
tional Endowment and is 
shaping the current presiden¬ 
tial election. 

To placate newsstand own¬ 
ers, the cover of Fay Wel¬ 
don’s new novel had a plain 
paper band wrapped around 
it to hide the genitals of — 
that’s right — Michelangelo’s 
David. 

Newsstands throughout 
the South refused to carry the 
issue of Vanity Fair that re¬ 
produced Annie Liebowitz’s 
photo of a nude Keith Haring, 
although it was nearly impos¬ 
sible to find his dick through 
the camouflage of his body 
paint. 

The penis in America is 
Power, Promised Paradise 
and Punishment. We get it 
only in these fractional por¬ 
tions, although its true glory 
is a combination of all three. 


Until it is united, it will re¬ 
main man’s bastard child, hid¬ 
den away, coddled in secret; 
curse and glory, damned and 
beloved. 

Maybe there’s more to 
Marky Mark’s crotch-grab¬ 
bing than sheer glee in the 
clutch. There are so many 
guys who would take it away 
from him, and us, if they had 
the chance. And that’s where 
America’s denial of its cock 
consciousness gets scary. A 
demagogue uses cockfear to 
slime his opponent; vote for 
George, implies Pat, and you 
condone homosexuals, who 
are nothing, after all, but big¬ 


ger-than-life, unbridled, un¬ 
controllable cocks. 

As Examiner columnist 
Rob Morse put it, “Weird 
place, America. Boff a night¬ 
club singer and you can’t be 
president. Condemn 10 per¬ 
cent of Americans to death 
and you might win the Geor¬ 
gia primary.” 

Who was it who said 
there’d be no wars if politi¬ 
cians worked in the nude. 
How else can we change the 
big picture? If only I had a 
prescription. I just wish 
America would get a grip on 
cock. ▼

lieve we can be. 

Queer filmgoers can recog¬ 
nize the life and death impor¬ 
tance of media reflections: 
how many young suicides oc¬ 
cur for lack of hope, by kids 
whose culture isolates them, 
denigrates them? On the oth¬ 
er hand, there’s an irreplace¬ 
able sense of belonging and of 
importance when, as a com¬ 
munity, we embrace our own 
images screened at the gay 
and lesbian film festival. 

The same frisson of plea¬ 
sure will overtake Hawaiians 
finally seeing their real cul¬ 
ture on the big screen in 
Troubled Paradise (the festi¬ 
val premiere, March 12, 7 
p.m.), the chuckles of pride at 
the exquisite wit or familiar 
agony of mixed-culture 
Filipinos expressed in Taglish 
(Dreaming Filipinos, March 
15, 7 p.m. with Sin City Di¬ 
ary and March 18 at 8:45 
p.m. with another short from 
the Philippines). 


The complexity, sexual 
ambiguity and invisibility of 
living in two worlds found in 
the Mayeda Berges and Ful- 
beck films (Don't Worry, Be 
Happa, March 15 at 5 p.m.) 
should be easily recognized 
by gay and lesbian viewers.

An interesting footnote on 
issues of Asian women’s iden¬ 
tity is the minidrama sur¬ 
rounding the pulling of one 
video from the fest. Valerie 
Soe’s Cynsin: An American 
Princess is a 1991 study of 
Cynthia Gouw, a co-worker at 
a UCLA Asian-American stu¬ 
dent paper who entered the 
Miss Chinatown beauty con¬ 
test as an undercover assign¬ 
ment. 

Only problem was, she 
won. With her career now on 
the go (she recently co-hosted 
the national TV broadcast of 
our Chinese New Year’s pa¬ 
rade) she doesn’t like this 
video. 

Unless the dilemma is 
worked out, Cynsin will be 
replaced by Soe’s equally bril¬ 


liant Destiny on the Video 
Shorts program (which also 
includes Elle Chan’s Chink 
Chicks/American Women 
video about stereotypes of 
Asian women in Hollywood

The Outlook for 
'Out/Look' 

National Lesbian/Gay Magazine 
Faces Tough Times

T he Out/Look founda¬ 
tion recently an¬ 
nounced a new 
fundraising drive to 
safeguard the future of 
Out/Look magazine. Out/ 
Look emerged on the pub¬ 
lishing scene in 1988 as a na¬ 
tional lesbian and gay quar¬ 
terly addressing social, cultur¬ 
al and political issues in a 
“multicultural context.” 

When I heard recently that 
Out/Look was in financial 
trouble, I went to talk with 
publisher Jeffrey Escoffier, 
editor Robin Stevens and art 
director Rupert Kinnard to 
get their views on the maga¬ 
zine’s past, present and fu¬ 
ture. 

Escoffier has been in¬ 
volved with Out/Look from 
the beginning, while Stevens 
and Kinnard are relatively 
new to the scene. Stevens ar¬ 
rived last April from Mother 


Jones and Kinnard came in 
November from SF Weekly. 

Part of the original vision 
for Out/Look, Escoffier told 
me, was to create “a forum 
for both men and women,” 
because there was “literally 
nothing being published at 
that time” offering such inclu¬ 
sion. 

The original editors had to 
ask themselves “who is going 
to write for this magazine?” 
and “what do gay men and 
lesbians have in common?” 
According to Escoffier, 
“Many, many people asked us 
why we were trying to do a 
magazine for both men and 
women, saying gay men and 
lesbians have nothing in com¬ 
mon. And we’d say, ‘Well, 
we’re going to see if they 
do.’ ” 

Two Cultures 

Escoffier remembers edito¬ 
rial board meetings at which 
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the women on the staff would 
question the need for a fea¬ 
ture on Tom of Finland’s art¬ 
work and others when the 
men would dismiss the im¬ 
portance of an article address¬ 
ing anonymity for artificial in¬ 
semination donors. 

“We constantly found that 
really there were two cul¬ 
tures, and only very recently 
have we found articles that 
can address both men and 
women at the same time,” he 
said. “Almost all our articles 
tend to inform men about 
women’s issues and women 
about men’s issues.” 

According to Stevens, 
“Out/Look broke very impor¬ 
tant ground for having men 
and women look at each oth¬ 
er’s writing. It broke the as¬ 
sumptions that the gay com¬ 
munity was the white gay 
male community and that 
white gay male voices repre¬ 
sented the lesbian and gay 
movement.” 

Along with the discovery 
that many different voices ex¬ 
isted as part of the lesbian 
and gay writing community 
was the growing belief that 
these voices could and should 
coexist. 

OutWrite, the national les¬ 
bian and gay writers’ confer¬ 
ence, was another ground¬ 
breaking activity sponsored 
by the Out/Look foundation. 
First held in March of 1990, 
the annual conference helped 
identify individual writers 
and establish a writing com¬ 
munity by bringing so many 
lesbian and gay writers to¬ 
gether. 

After two years in San 
Francisco, OutWrite is mov¬ 
ing to Boston this year, and 
that move will “contribute to 
this sense of a national writ¬ 
ing community,” said Stevens. 
“We’re poised to move on to 
the next stage, and so we 
need to raise the money to 
see that it can happen. It’s 
ironic to be in a recession 
year at the very moment 
when we are so much in a po¬ 
sition to make good things 
happen for lesbian and gay 
writers and readers.” 


Unpredictable Factor 

Income is always the great 
unpredictable factor in bal¬ 
ancing the budget of any non¬ 
profit operation, and Out / 
Look is no exception. The 
journal’s emergence coincided 
with a boom in gay and les¬ 
bian writing. Not only did 
gay and lesbian presses 
emerge and thrive during this 
period, but mainstream press¬ 
es began to discover those 
same writers. 


After a time of significant 
growth, Out/Look “hit a 
plateau,” said Escoffier, “and 
then last fall the recession be¬ 
gan to really hit us.” 

Renewals and donations 
were significantly lower at 
the end of 1991 than in previ¬ 
ous years, enough so that Es¬ 
coffier called a meeting of 
staff members, editors, writ¬ 
ers, volunteers and friends of 
the Out/Look family for guid-

ance in steering the maga¬ 
zine’s future. 

Although there was frank 
discussion of options like dis¬ 
solving, reorganizing or sell¬ 
ing the magazine, those gath¬ 
ered eventually committed 
themselves to a major fund¬ 
raising campaign. 

'Smart and Fun' 

As for the Out/Look itself, 
the immediate future includes 
a leap to bimonthly publica¬ 
tion and a magazine that’s 
both “smart and fun.” 

Stevens and Escoffier cite 
the ’zine explosion and new¬ 
comer magazines like Out! as 
evidence that people believe 
that lesbian and gay cultures 
share common ground. Most 
of the newcomer magazines 
focus on travel, fashion and 
lifestyle, Stevens said. 
Out/Look itself is “moving 
from thinking of ourselves as 
a journal to thinking of our¬ 
selves as a magazine of 
ideas.” 

Is there a market for such 
an entity? “I think there’s def¬ 
initely a sense that, nationally, 
lesbians and gay men are 
ready for a magazine that is 
smart and fun,” Stevens said. 
“It’s time to get our sense of 


humor back — both with our 
visual art and our editorial 
content.” 

How do you define “smart 
and fun”? The upcoming is¬ 
sue of Out/Look sports a 
snappy cartoon by the illus¬ 
trator of Love and Rockets. 
The teases on the cover in¬ 
clude “Susie Bright Tops 
Camille Pagilia,” in reference 
to an interview by Susie Sex- 
pert with the oh-so-fashion- 
able scholar of postmodern 
neoclassical pseudofeminism 
(OK, you define her). Other 
articles include a story about 
living with AIDS in Montana, 
a debate about the politics of 
the bisexual movement and a 
look at lesbian safe sex. 

Expanding the magazine’s 
literary section is another pos¬ 
sibility. “Through OutWrite, 
we helped to identify a com¬ 
munity of writers, yet in 
many ways, Out/Look has 
not been a literary magazine. 
It would be fun to develop in 
that area.” 

Sophisticated Legacy 

While Stevens has been 
thinking through the editorial 
future of Out/Look, Kinnard, 
the man behind cartoon su¬ 
perheroes The Brown Bomb¬ 
er and Diva Touche Flambe, 
has been reworking the visu¬ 
al design. 

Unlike the national com¬ 
munity of writers on which 
Stevens draws, a community 
of visual artists is not as eas¬ 
ily identified. Acknowledging 
that it would be easy to rely 
on local artistic talent, Kin¬ 
nard vowed to try to keep “on 
top of what’s going on around 
the country.” 

Visually, the magazine has 
always been an eye catcher, 
and Kinnard doesn’t want to 
change that. “I have the great¬ 
est respect for how the maga¬ 
zine has looked,” he said. The 
challenge before him, Kin¬ 
nard added, is “to reflect both 
my own individual style and 
the sophisticated legacy of the 
magazine.” 

How will a sophisticated 
legacy combine with “smart 
and fun” as well as budgetary 
limitations? Will Out/Look 
survive in light of the reces¬ 
sion? Can we afford to lose 
such a thoughtful and 
thought-provoking forum for 
ideas? 

Only time will tell, but the 
questions asked at Out/Look 
today have come a long way 
since “who is going to write 
for this magazine?” and “what 
do gay men and lesbians have 
in common?” ▼ 
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tentially the most important 
performance artist to appear 
since the NEA made Tim 
Miller, Holly Hughes, John 
Fleck and Karen Finley im¬ 
mortal. Melana de la Moge is 
a queer neutron bomb. May 
he explode rather than im¬ 
plode.

mance of Cholita, the female 
Menudo, featuring the 13 1/2- 
year-old Graciela trapped in 
the body of legendary black- 
tress and goddess Vaginal 
Creme Davis. 

After this came the pussy¬ 
whipping guitar manipula¬ 
tions of the all-dyke, hardcore 
band Tribe 8. These women 
took the Cholita-sucked-dry 
audience and hotwired desire 
and lust right back into their 
bodies. 

For the diehards, Film Fo¬ 
rum and LACE programed a 
Sunday afternoon of Seedy 
Celluloid from the ’Zine 
Scene, highlighted by Bruce 
No Skin Off My Ass 
LaBruce’s Boys and Girls; 
Candyland Productions’ 
Sexbombs and Shred of Sex, 
a film by Greta Snider and 
Bill Daniel. 

These two gave their house¬ 
mates from the Shred of Dig¬ 
nity collective a 16mm camera 
and a three-minute black and 
white film roll. What the 
’mates created was a wonder¬ 
ful and truly erotic discourse 
on the meaning of pornogra¬ 
phy that included the spewing 
of cum over a much-loved and 
humped skate board by a lus¬ 
cious, tattooed, Mohicaned, 
pierced love boy. It was a fit¬ 
ting conclusion to Spew 2 — a 
mess, a sticky wonderful fest 
of spunk. ▼

tended: the second and final 
installment of the complete 
Brandenburg Concertos (Nos. 
2, 4 and 6) and the Concerto 
in C minor for Oboe and Vio¬ 
lin. Applying “authentic” per¬ 
formance practices to modern 
instrument concerts seems, to 
me, a happy medium all 
around. If only the musicians 
had responded with compara¬ 
ble style and skill. 

In fairness, violinist Daniel 
Kobialka and oboist Peter 
Cooper improved as the C mi¬ 
nor Concerto progressed, but 
even an exquisitely crafted 
Adagio movement couldn’t 
erase the discomfort of their 


earlier pitch problems. The 
other orchestra members 
were competent, if somewhat 
dutiful. A pity keyboardist 
Robin Sutherland wasn’t in¬ 
vited to play one of the harp¬ 
sichord works — his evening 
devoted to the Goldberg 
Variations, some years ago, 
remains a fine memory. As it 
was, he was confined to a 
scarcely audible position as 
harpsichord continuo. 

The idea of a Bach festival 
is a good one, but only if the 
musicians can match their 
conductor’s grasp. Glenn Fis- 
chtal’s tentative solo trumpet 
in the opening Brandenburg 
No. 2 capsulized the problem 
— reticence in the face of vir¬ 
tuoso demands may save em¬ 
barrassment, but it hardly 
makes for celebratory Bach.

It 
was another reminder of the 
bridge-building power of our 
community sports programs.
